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About our July cover... 
of course the 4-bore rifle used by the 
famed African explorer H.M. Stanley on 
his numerous expeditions to the Dark 
Continent in the last half of the 19th 


century). An interesting letter on the topic 
has just come through our mail slot here... 

Dear Dave, 

I have just received the July 2002 
issue of PS and note a somewhat contro- 
versial claim in the editorial that H.M. 
Stanley “found the source of the Nile’. In 
fact the honour of discovering the source 
of the planet’s mightiest river belongs to 
John Hanning Speke. 

Speke had embarked on an expedition 
with Sir Richard Burton from 1857-1859 
and during that expedition had found 
Lake Victoria and subsequently claimed 
that the lake was the source of the Nile, 
but without proving such by finding and 
tracing an outlet. 

Speke returned to the area in a later 
expedition of 1860-1862 with James 
Grant, during which Speke, without 
Grant, discovered what was considered to 
be the true source of the White Nile, 
Ripon Falls at the northern side of Lake 
Victoria, on 28 July, 1862. 

Although Speke was subjected to 
extreme criticism and ridicule from his 
somewhat egotistical and envious fellow 
explorers, ultimately his claim was 
proven by Stanley to be true. In 1875 
Stanley circumnavigated Lake Victoria in 


the “Lady Alice” and found only one 
major outlet: Speke’s Ripon Falls. In 
June 1876 he expored Lake Tanganyika 
and finding no outlet that could possibly 
sustain a river the size of the White Nile, 
proved that there was no possible source 
of the great river other than Lake 
Victoria. It can be seen therefore that as 
far as the Nile was concerned, Stanley’s 
role lay in confirmation of what had 
already been discovered. This does not 
detract however from the fact that Stanley 
was the greatest and most determined 
adventurer of his age; in fact of any age 
since. Looking at his exploits from the 
perspective of the late twentieth and early 
twenty first centuries, our heroes are an 
under-achieving bunch, comparatively 
speaking. In terms of the possibilities of 
contracting hideous diseases, of being 
killed or maimed by wild animals or 
hostile and unbelievably exotic versions 
of fellow Homo Sapiens, the desperate 
feelings of isolation and hopeless lack of 
any possibility of help, these early 
explorers faced odds far greater than even 
our modern day explorers of space. Those 
who would dispute this should acquaint 
themselves with some of the most noted 
works of nineteenth century African 
explorers such as Baker, Livingstone and 
Stanley and decide for themselves. My 
personal favourites on the subject are two 
magnificent works by Alan Moorehead: 
“The White Nile” (1960) and “The Blue 


Nile” (1962). No student of African 
exploration should consider their collec- 
tion complete without these works. 

Stanley’s 4-bore “cover gun” was by 
no means a unique or frivolous weapon of 
its day; even though big game at that time 
did not display the bellicoseness of the 
later gun-sensitive generations, we must 
remember that the predominant practical 
gun of the time was single shot, so the 
shot had to be telling. Even non-fatal 
shots frequently dropped the quarry, 
allowing the backup gun to be brought 
into play, or even in extreme cases, the 
original gun to be reloaded for the 
finishing shot, assuming the shooter was 
himself still conscious. Probably the 
greatest hunter/explorer of the period was 
Sir Samuel Baker, a man who hunted a 
huge variety of African game and used 
both 4-bore and 8-bore guns. To my 
knowledge none of Baker’s guns survive 
today, however there are bound to be 
similar guns held in both public and 
private collections worldwide. Every now 
and then such gems turn up and it is to be 
hoped that in the future we may hear 
from owners of these historic pieces 
through the pages of journals such as 
Precision Shooting.

About this month’s cover... obviously 
and at a glance the handiwork of noted 
firearms photographer William Headrick, 
who also penned the below brief narrative 
for us. 

Introduced in 1933, Winchester’s 
Model 63 semiautomatic rifle was 
actually an updated version of that 
Company’s very first autoloader, the 
Model 1903. Never achieving the 
popularity nor sales potential that 
Winchester had originally envisioned, the 
‘03 was plagued by its requirement of 
needing to be fed only special ammuni- 
tion, namely the .22 Automatic 
Winchester Rimfire cartridge, in order to 
operate reliably. A much more marketable 
piece of goods, the Model 63 was 
chambered for the ever popular and 
universally available .22 Long Rifle. 
However any selfloader employing a 
blowback system requires certain minimal 
levels of pressure to overcome the bolt’s 
inertia, Model 63 barrels are roll-stamped 
with a legend indicating that the arm is for 
use with Super-X or Super-Speed 
ammunition. 

Like its predecessor, the 63 employed 
a magazine tube of ten round capacity, 
contained within the buttstock and 
accessed for loading through an opening 
in the woodwork’s right side. The ‘03’s 
straight-hand rear stock was changed to an 
uncapped pistol-grip configuration in the 
63, although the checkered steel buttplate 
of its forerunner was retained. Although 
early Model 63s were fit with the same 20 
inch round barrels as had been the 
standard on the ‘03s, a transition to 23 
inch barrels was begun in 1936 and 
completed nine years later. A couple of 
different Winchester open sight combina- 
tions were mounted on 63 barrels during 
the Model’s thirty year existence. 
Additionally, the rifles were drilled and 
tapped for tang sights. Beginning 
somewhere around serial number 
156,000, and with increasing frequency 
thereafter, 63s have their receiver tops 
grooved for scope mounting. 

Despite factory sales literature 
indicating its availability through 1963, 
actual manufacturing of the Model 63 
ended in 1958, after somewhat over 
175,000 rifles had been produced. 


The cover rifle was provided by the 
well-known emporium of Lewis Drake 
and Associates, of Murray, Kentucky.

Postings thereon were on fun topics 
usually, such as “Does anyone have any 
ideas on the best way to blow up the 
Brooklyn Bridge next week?” and stuff 
like that. It seems as if the group that ran 
the website inadvertently let their registra- 
tion lapse, whereupon an industrious 
fellow promptly snapped up the name 
and rights to it. Meanwhile other terrorist 
websites were bemoaning the demise of 
this website. The new “operator” realized 
that he had to do something quickly, so he 
“put back up” several of the previous 
postings. Suddenly he starts getting all 
sorts of messages from Mideast countries 
that don’t really like us all that much, and 
since the fellow does not speak or read 
Arabic, he does not have the foggiest idea 
what they’re saying. He is aware however 
that a couple other terrorist-linked 
websites that have postings in English are 
now running around proclaiming “Praise 
Allah, the Alneda site is back up!” 

Whereupon the fellow goes to the FBI, 
and asks “Hey, how would you guys like 
to run an Al Qaeda website? I’ll even do 
the postings and that stuff; all I need is 
some input from somebody who speaks 
the language. There seems to be no end to 
the mischief we could do with us at the 
controls of a terrorist website’. 

About a week later the FBI was still 
thinking about it, men of dynamic action 
such as they are. Finally, with no new 
postings, and no responses forthcoming to 
all the incoming chatter, other bad guy 
websites warned off the innocents, and 
that was the end of that.

ATLANTIC PRECISION... Does that 
name ring any bells with anyone? 

A week or so ago yours truly wandered 
into a Connecticut gun shop where he is 
friendly with a number of the staff. (Note 
that we are “friendly with the staff’ at a 
number of Connecticut gun shops, pubs 
and book stores; our “stores” knowledge 
unfortunately stops right about there). 
Two of the staff grabbed me, and showed 
me a stunning custom rifle, one that 
would compete with the best to come out 
of Griffin & Howe’s shop. European 
walnut of a high grade, magnificent 
checkering, reworked Mauser action, four 
leaf express sights...all the bells and 
whistles were there. It was chambered for 
the .338 Winchester Magnum (1958 intro- 
duction date), and the only markings to be 
seen on the gun, nicely engraved on the 
floorplate, were: “Atlantic Precision 
Custom Express”. 

The frustrating part of all this is that 
nobody, but nobody, seems to have heard 
of Atlantic Precision. And that includes a 
number of the American Custom 
Gunmaker’s Guild, and several types that 
have been hanging around guns for a very 
long time. HELP!!!

Soon after the opening bell rang at the New York Stock 
Exchange on the morning of July 8, 2002 the letters 
“RGR” slid across the big board for the first time 
since the death two days earlier of the 
founder of the corporation. William 
Batterman Ruger died peacefully on , 
July 6, 2002, just over two weeks after 
his 86th birthday, leaving a firearms 
legacy equal to that of the other 
great American firearms designers 
whose companies bore their // 
names, Remington, Colt, Smith // 
and Wesson, Browning, and 
Weatherby. 

Ruger’s life long infatuation 
for guns began when his father 
gave him his first rifle at the age 
of 12. It became his profession 
when, as a freshman at the 
University of North Carolina, he 
set up a machine shop and began 
designing and creating firearms. 
He partnered with Alexander 
McCormick Sturm in 1949 to 
found the Southport, Connecticut 
based Sturm, Ruger, & Company. 
While Sturm designed the company’s 
eagle logo, Ruger completed the Ruger 
.22 Standard Pistol. The eagle and the 
pistol both had a Germanic look, the bird 
somewhat resembling the Imperial German 
eagle and the pistol with lines similar to the Luger. 
When Sturm died unexpectedly in 1951, Ruger changed 
the color of the red eagle to black in mourning for his partner. 

Ruger was an innovator and his approach to manufacturing 
has been formally titled and defined by Michael Dwyer as ‘satura- 
tion design.’ Basically, Ruger took a well-accepted classic 
firearm design and improved it with ingenious mechanical design. 
He then combined the highest quality product performance and

construction with low cost innovative manufacturing techniques. 
Furthermore, the designers work in small groups focused on 
firearms design with ample time to refine the product. They are 
well versed in firearms in general, the technology, and the market. 
The company has produced some 20,000,000 firearms in its 
history and is the only domestic company currently manufacturing 
rifles, shotguns, pistols, and revolvers. Sturm, Ruger & Company 

can only be found wanting in one firearms discipline, that of 
competitive firearms. Outside of one brief foray into the 
competitive arena with a Palma Match rifle, the 
Ruger Mark II Target Bolt Action Target Rifle, 
the company has not been active in the devel- 
opment of competition grade smallbore 
rifles and pistols with the exception of 
the Ruger 10/22. The 22 caliber semi- 
automatic rifle dominates action 
shooting competition. 

Bill Ruger was a Renais- 
sance man who had sophisticated 
tastes. He collected firearms, art, 
and automobiles, designed both 

an automobile and a yacht, and 

enjoyed the outdoors. Ruger also 
gave philanthropically of his 
time and purse to both the 

Buffalo Bill Historical Center 

and the National Firearms 
Museum. He could indulge his 
passions because of his extraordi- 
nary ability to provide top quality 
firearms to the public at an afford- 
able price. 

The force behind five classic 
American firearms, the .22 Ruger 
Pistol, the Blackhawk revolver, the 
Ruger No. | Rifle, the 10/22 carbine, and 
the Mini-14 Rifle has been stilled. 

We are diminished.

It hardly seems a year has past, yet here we are, home again from another Super 
Shoot, full of the experience and basking in the glow of a successful shoot. It was a good 
week and we will go again next year. 

The writer is a competitive benchrest shooter... it’s what I do. Each year when, at last, 
the cold winter leaves the Northwoods and it becomes comfortable to shoot, I get out my 
bench guns, fire form brass made during the cold months and tune those rifles till they 
will shoot tiny groups. I’m very lucky to have a gunsmith, one Dwight Scott of Michigan, 
whose high quality work and good advice makes getting a competitive rifle easy. 

Then, spring finally here, for a month and a half I shoot in every match I can and 
spend long hours on my range at home. I am refining everything I do in preparation for 
that biggest event of the year... the Super Shoot, held at Kelbly’s Range just before 
Memorial Day each year. 

What’s special about the Super Shoot, besides being the largest gathering of 
benchrest shooters in the world each year? It’s an opportunity to see old friends and to 
socialize with them after shooting hours, to see new products made specially for our 
sport and, also, to test one’s skills against the very best. On a personal note, I regard the 
Super Shoot as the big coming out party of the benchrest season and any match leading 
up to it as simply a warm-up. 

At this year’s Super Shoot I had an opportunity to shoot next to the best benchrest 
shooter in the world, Tony Boyer of Virginia. Tony is a driven competitor with a fierce 
search for perfection that is unmatched by anyone else in the game. Shooting next to him 
is a learning experience to cherish and herein I will try to describe what I observed and 
learned last week at Kelbly’s Range.

It is yet another benchrest moment of 
truth. It is Thursday afternoon, May 23", 
and are were shooting the last match for 
the Heavy Varmint 100 yard class at the 
Super Shoot. I am sitting at my bench 
and, having already shot my group, am 
watching the target of Tony Boyer who is 
shooting just to my right. 

It is well known that Tony rarely stops 
shooting once he has started a group. 
However, this time there was a dramatic 
condition (wind direction and speed) 
switch after he had fired only two shots 
and he had to stop and wait, hopefully for 
his chosen condition to return. Instead the 
wind direction remained about ninety 
degrees from where it had been and the 
velocity continued to pick up. Tony had 
to wait... and wait some more. 

Eventually range master, Jim Kelbly, 
announced, “One minute remaining.” 

Now Tony has to shoot. He quickly 
and carefully puts two shots into his 
sighter target. They impact right together 
but far from his first two record shots. 
Again he pauses for a brief moment. As I 
watch the wind seems to pick up even 
more and I expect disaster. There is no 
way I could shoot a good group in that 
wind. Then, with thirty seconds 
remaining, I watch in amazement as Tony 
calmly fires three more shots into the 
small hole already in his record target. I 
estimate the group as around a real small 
2/10" or even a high 1/10". 

I shake my head in wonder and put my 
equipment back in my cart. In a similar 
situation at last year’s Super Shoot I shot 
a 6/10" group at 100 yds. In my view 
what Tony did was near impossible and, 
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yet, he did it with a calm and poise and 
precision that could only come from many 
years of having and solving similar 
problems. 

Tony’s group was measured at .223" 
and it allowed him to win that yardage, the 
100 yard Heavy Varmint competition. 

Much later in the Super Shoot Tony 
would be faced with another pressure 
situation. On the last day the competitors 
shoot 200 yards in the Light Varmint class, 
ten and a half pound rifles. The standings 
for the Two Gun championship were very 
close and all afternoon it seemed the lead 
would switch after every match was fired. 
Jack Neary and Allie Euber and Tony 
Boyer, each in turn, kept claiming and 
relinquishing the lead. 

When we approached the benches for 
the last match, the situation was simple... 
Tony had a good chance to win the whole 
thing if he shot a decent group. He had an 
excellent chance to lose it by shooting big. 
Complicating things was the fact that we 
had to shoot our last group on the West 
end of Kelbly’s range, the place that Tony 
calls “Death Valley”. 

The terrain at that end of the range is

such that the wind flags in front of the 
benches must be very short and have 
short tails, making it hard to properly 
evaluate wind speed. There is a very high 
berm running the entire length of the 
range on that West side and the normal 
Westerly winds come blasting over the 
berm and swoop down on the range, 
causing all sorts of turbulent air to disrupt 
your bullet’s path. In an interview we had 
a short while ago Tony picked this as the 
toughest place to shoot benchrest in the 
U.S.A. It was to this place that Tony 
would come to shoot one last group and

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to win or lose the Super Shoot. More on 
this later... 

My personal preparations for the 
Super Shoot start in January each year. 
Our benchrest season ends sometime in 
October and each year, finally tired of 
shooting after the long season, I clean and 
put my equipment away. Late September 
and early October is the most beautiful 
time of the year in Michigan and Mrs. 
Wright and I try to see as much of it as we 
can. There is deer season to prepare for

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and we will work in the woods where we 
hunt till our “spots” are in shape for the 
coming season. 

This is when we get out our three deer 
rifles and sight them in, the only time of 
the year we allow ourselves to shoot rifles 
that kick and that have three pound 
triggers. 

After deer season comes the holidays, 
a time for family and things other than 
shooting competition. 

With January comes bitter cold and 
snow. Then it is time to stay indoors and 
prepare for the upcoming season, now 
only three months away. Now I have lots 
of time to make brass for my rifles and to 
moly coat enough bullets to last a season. 
I talk to my gunsmith, Dwight Scott, 
often in the winter, planning for new 
barrels and other equipment changes for 
the coming season. 

During the winter I spend a lot of time 
at the computer in my office where I can 
see, just outside the sliding glass doors, 
our frozen lake, only a few feet away.

Many of the natives like to ice fish and 
will be on the lake often. On a particu- 
larly cold winter when the ice is very 
thick, they will drive their pickups out on 
the lake. I prefer to stay inside and work 
in my office where it is snuggy warm, 
often with a cheerful fire in the wood 
stove. This is when plans and prepara- 
tions are made for the upcoming season. 

Sometime last winter Ron Breedlove, 
my benchrest traveling partner, and I 
decided that we would drive down to the 
Super Shoot together this year, each in 
our own car. We both have Subaru 
Outbacks and felt we would probably 
take too much “stuff” to comfortably fit 
into one car. We made reservations at the 
Royal Star Motel in Orrville, OH for the 
eight nights we would be there. 

Last year the Chippewa Rifle Club, 
which is only twenty minutes from 
Kelbly’s, had a one day, 100/200 yd. HV 
match on the Saturday before the Super 
Shoot. Contestants that shot there came 
back to Kelbly’s with good things to say 
about the Chippewa match. We decided 
that it would be a good warm-up for the 
big event and made plans to arrive the

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Friday before the Super Shoot, shoot at 
Chippewa on Saturday and, thereafter, 
have three full days to prepare for the big 
event. 

Sometime later Joe Westbrook called 
and wanted to drive down with us. That 
was fine and when the day to leave came 
we had a three vehicle convoy going to the 
Super Shoot. 

Very promptly at 7 AM on May 17% 
Joe pulled his big rig (Dodge pickup and 
fifth wheeler) up in front of my place. A 
few minutes later we met Breedlove down 
by the X-way and were on our way. Joe 
brought three hand-held CB radios which 
made it easy for us to stay in touch on the 
highway. 

About six or seven hours later we 
pulled into Kelbly’s range. As usual I was 
amazed at how early some people get to 
the Super Shoot. It was Friday afternoon 
before a match that would start the 
following Wednesday and there were 
already lots of people there. 

We found places to load in the big barn 
and carried equipment in to secure our 
places. A few hours later found Ron, Joe 
and I at the Chippewa club registering for

the following day’s match. This was the 
first time I had seen the Chippewa range 
and found a well cared for, well designed 
benchrest facility. It has always seemed to 
me that many of the ranges we shoot on 
were not designed by shooters. This is not 
true of Chippewa, it is very user friendly 
for a benchrest match. However, the 
weather was a tad chilly that evening... 
When I left home Mrs. Wright had 
urged me to take more warm clothes. We 
had experienced a very cold spring and 
she thought I might need them. I patiently 
explained that I had enough clothes and, 
besides, it was the Super Shoot and it

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would be warm. We were going to “Sunny 
Ohioer’”, weren’t we? 

When we arrived in Ohio, I called 
Glorya on the cell phone, letting her know 
we had arrived safely. When we were 
finished she asked, “By the way, what’s 
the temperature down there?” 

“Forty-three.” 

“It’s forty-four here.’ (Back in 
Michigan, nearly four hundred miles 
North!) 

So much for “Sunny Ohioer”. By the 
time we were done at Chippewa it had

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been a very long day and we quickly 
found a place to get something to eat and 
checked into the Royal Star. 


THE CHIPPEWA MATCH 

The next morning found us back at 
Chippewa. We would shoot a 100 yd. agg. 
in the morning and 200 yds. in the after- 
noon. We set equipment up on the 
benches, put out wind flags and sipped hot 
coffee while we were waiting for the first 
match. It was quite cold and I was happy 
that I had dressed in several layers of 
clothing and wished I had brought more. 

I had come to Chippewa with enough 
pre-loaded ammo, over a hundred rounds, 
to last the day. During all my testing that 
spring I had developed a load which I 
knew would shoot very well in any 
temperature that we might encounter at 
that time of the year in Ohio. This time it 
turned out that the plan worked. 

It was very chilly when we sat down at 
the benches for Match One with a cold, 
damp wind right in our faces. I shot a lot 


of sighters that first match but managed 
only to get a group that would measure 
.280". I was disappointed till I saw the 
other competitors’ groups. Most were 
bigger than mine. (It really was windy.) 
My second group was a little better, a 
.238" and it moved me up in the standings. 
My third group, a .149" would prove to be 
the smallest of the day, (I got the wood to 
prove it) and it put me into first place. 
Now the day would not seem so cold and 
I was starting to feel confident that I could 
probably do well. Good luck! 

The first four shots of my fourth group 
were in a small hole and, since I was now 
feeling a little invulnerable, I let the last 
one go in a slight let-up, thinking I was 
holding enough. Instead it went way 
upwind, somewhere into the next zip- 
code. The group was measured at .583" 
and I was no longer in first place. I have 
since measured the first four shots at 
.160". So much for feeling invulnerable. 

My last group was a .298" and, 
although that is kinda big, because of the 
conditions it neither helped nor hurt me 
much. The damage was already done. I 
ended up 6th in the 100 yd. agg which was 


won by Jerry Lashower. Our pal and 
fellow PS writer, Joe Krupa, was second. 

The 200 yard part of the Chippewa 
range proved to be very tricky and the 
wind and cold and my shock from the 
screw-up at 100 yds. made it more than I 
could handle. I spent the afternoon 
shooting big groups and sitting in my car, 
heater on, shaking (I'll take more warm 
clothes next year, Glorya, honest.) and 
lamenting that one bad shot at 100 yds. 

Krupa had no such problems and his 
4th place finish at 200 allowed him to win 
the Grand Aggregate. After the match 
there were comments that the weather had 
been near perfect the preceding year. All 
in all, in spite of the cold, it was a good 
day at Chippewa. Barb and John Walters 
and their crew run a good match. 

We all hoped that it would warm up 
considerably before the Super Shoot 
started on the following Wednesday. 


PRE-SUPER SHOOT DAYS 

Many competitors spend most of the 
days immediately preceding the Super 
Shoot practicing on Kelbly’s range. I 
don’t on the premise that I have been 
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shooting nearly every day for weeks on 
my own range and my guns are very well 
tuned, thank you. I did shoot some, 
enough to satisfy myself that everything is 
still working as it should. I also try to 
shoot a little on each bench I will be 
competing on and to mark them with a felt 
tip to make it easier to set up the rests 
when we are competing. I prefer to spend 
those few minutes before each match 
watching the wind flags rather than 
fiddling with rests. 

The rest of the time before the match is 
spent wandering around the camp, 
catching up with friends we see only this 
once a year, sitting in on long bull 
sessions, checking out new products, 
having dinner at the various restaurants in 
the area, etc. After the winter, during 
which we are fairly isolated in the frozen 
North, it feels very good to spend a week 
with kindred spirits. 

Several nights we went to the old 
bar/restaurant in nearby North Lawrence, 
OH. It features good fish and chicken and 
great creme pies and is a popular place for 
Super Shooters as well as the natives. 
Good luck on getting a table there without 
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gunsmiths).

waiting on weekends. 

We wandered in there one night, after 
a particularly cold day. It felt very good to 
take our jackets off and sit around in the 
warmth of the restaurant with our 
friends... so good that when I left I forgot 
my Michigan (U of M) jacket that is a 
normal part of my benchrest attire. 

We were half way to Wally World in 
Massilon (errands) when I suddenly 
remembered and asked Breedlove, 
“Where’s my jacket?” 

My now-lost jacket was a problem 
because I had Glorya’s cell phone in the 
pocket. Back to the bar we went... 

When we walked in I had to take a lot 
of static from other shooters. I mean, 
who’s dumb enough to forget their jacket 
when it’s that cold outside? Eventually 
Tom Meredith (TM Stockworks) told me 
not to worry, Terry Donaldson had it and I 
could get it from him back at Kelbly’s. No 
problem, I decided I would get it from 
Terry the next morning. He probably 
wouldn’t even know the cell phone was 
there and, if he did, so what? 

First thing next morning I dug up Terry 
Donaldson. “Dick, I didn’t want that 
maize and blue thing in my camper.” 

Terry is an avid Michigan State 
athletic supporter and they like green and 
white and hate maize and blue. Anyway, 
he said “I gave it to Brady Knight. He said 
he would get it to you.” 

Oh, no. This is the nefarious Brady 
Knight (Knight’s Bullets), not the sort of 
person one would want to have his cell 
phone. I go looking for Brady... 

I find him standing in the road behind 
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Kelbly’s main building and wearing a 
Michigan jacket that is about four sizes 
too big, reaching down to his knees. He 
appeared to be talking on a cell phone. 

“Dickie, don’t bother me right now. 
I’m talking to Australia.’ (The rotten 
person was using MY cell phone) 

Eventually I would get the cell phone 
back and a little revenge. During the 
extensive and intense negotiations 
involved in retrieving my jacket, Brady 
and I did firm up our normal wager on 
shooting, five bucks on each agg for the 
whole match. 

Wednesday morning came and with it 
sun and warmer temperatures that would 
last the rest of the week. At 9 AM we all 
gathered for the opening ceremony. After 
the normal, “Welcome to sunny Ohioer” 
and the annual appearance of a certain 
sartorially challenged California shooter, 
the foreign competitors were introduced. 
Then, in an emotional moment, PS board 
member Allie Euber presented the 2001 
Benchrest Shooter of the Year award 
(sponsored by Precision Shooting 
magazine) to Tony Boyer. Allie had some 
health problems over the winter and we 
were very glad to see him there and, as it 
turned out, shooting very well. 


THE MATCH 

Eventually (I had waited fifty-one 
weeks for this) we were called to the 
benches. I was on the first relay. To my 
right was Tony Boyer. A couple of 
benches to my left was my gunsmith,

Dwight Scott, who had promised to keep 
an eye on my shooting and to tell me what 
I did wrong. 

For each day of competition the Super 
Shoot has a warm-up match before the 
five record matches. I very much like a 
warm-up. It gives one an opportunity to 
settle down and just get a feel for the day 
and the range and conditions as well as to 
do a final test on the load for your rifle. I 
have always held that if one is going to 
shoot a big group in a match, the warm-up 
is the time to do it. 

I did get the first part right. My warm- 
up target was kind of a splatter with three 
shots in a hole and one out on either side. 
It measured .470". On my right, Tony shot 
well with a .266". Dwight’s .234" also 
looked good. Our pal, Dr. Alex Dutko, was 
shooting just the other side of Dwight and 
his .228" group looked very small, 
especially when compared to mine. But, 
again, this was the warm-up and did not 
count in the agg or the two Gun. 

There are sixty benches at Kelbly’s. 
This day there were six relays, all nearly 
full, for a total of almost 360 competitors. 
Thus is was quite a while before we would 
return to our benches for Match One. 

There was a lot of interest in Match 
One. Chuck Bogardus, “Bogie” of internet 
fame, had decided to collect a World team 
cash option for the first official match of 
the Super Shoot. Any competitor could 
enter by simply coughing up ten bucks. 
The person shooting the smallest group in 
match one would get half the cash. The 
U.S. World Benchrest Team for 2003 
would get the other half. 

Thus Bogie donated a lot of time during 
registration collecting cash from competi- 
tors and, by the time we shot the match, 
there was enough money to pay the winner 
over a thousand dollars cash, with the 
world team benefitting by an equal amount. 

Eventually we returned to the benches 
for Match One. Now, warm-up over, it was 
for serious... we were shooting to win the 
Super Shoot; the Kentucky Derby or 
Daytona 500 of benchrest shooting. 

The conditions looked shootable, 
considerably nicer than normal at that 
range, and I carefully shot several sighters 
and, liking the results, went up to the top 
target and shot a small, round group. To 
me it looked too big to win the big money 


Brady Knight (L) and Ed 
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but I was quite satisfied. 

Now I would settle into a routine, 
taking all the time necessary to shoot my 
group as well as I could and then, immedi- 
ately, pointing my scope at Tony Boyer’s 
target. He normally would shoot a couple 
of sighters and then wait, carefully 
watching the windflags, for most of the 
other competitors to finish firing. Most of 
the time I would get to watch him shoot all 
five shots in his group. When he was done 
I would quickly check Dwight Scott’s and 
Alex Dutko’s targets, both just to my left, 
giving me an excellent feel for how well I 
had done, and then start putting my bench 
equipment into my cart. 

All our groups were surprisingly 
similar that first match. My .225" was just 
slightly better than Tony’s .228", Dwight’s 
.246" and Alex’s .296". I was happy, 
needing only to do that nineteen more 
times for record in order to place really 
well in the Super Shoot. 

When the scores for the first match 
were posted I think most of the competitors 
probably felt the same way I did... since I 
didn’t win Bogie’s cash option, I was really 
happy that Faye Boyer, Mrs. Tony Boyer, 
the only woman in the Benchrest Hall of 
Fame, did win it with a .109" group. 

Leupold Stevens, Inc. maker of the 
new Leupold Competition Series scope, in 
this writer’s opinion the best scope ever 
made for benchrest shooting, had two of 
their executives there. Both Tom 


Buddy Ross of Florida and the NBRSA 
Southeastern Region. 


Fruechtel, president, and Allen Tucker, 
chief engineer, were there and competing. 

As part of their Super Shoot promo- 
tion Leupold had generously offered to 
donate one Competition Series scope to 
the person shooting the smallest group 
each day of the match. 

Faye Boyer’s .109" group, winner of 
Bogie’s cash option, would hold up to 
also win the best group of the day. This 
means she won the Leupold scope AND 
Kelbly’s best group of the day cash option 
which is worth several hundred bucks. 
Since her winnings, counting the value of 
the scope, had to be worth in excess of 
two thousand dollars, I do hope that she 
felt that she could afford to buy Tony 
dinner that night. (Knowing Tony he 
probably wanted to practice.) 

My second record group was a .309", 
less than wonderful, but, since it put me in 
118 place for that match, it was better 
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than 2/3 of the roughly 360 competitors. 
Even on a nice day, there is wind at 
Kelbly’s. My third group was a .159", 
good enough for 6th place in that match. 
Because of it, the next day Jim Kelbly 
would say those wonderful words, “Dick 
Wright, come and get’cher money” as 
only he can say them. 

To clarify here, Kelbly’s pay the first 
five places in each match. However, 
somebody who shot a better group than I 
had opted not to get into the cash option. 
Thusly I got fifth place money, thirty five 
dollars in this case. By shooting the sixth 
best group I got most of my $50.00 cash 
option fee back. 

Last year I had the same thing happen. 
I got second place money, $135.00, for a 
third place group and made a handsome 
profit. Again somebody hadn’t got in the

cash option. I have felt for years that 
Kelbly’s cash option is the best investment 
in benchrest. 

My fourth group was a near disaster, a 
.443" that looked a lot like a wooly worm, 
shot in a pickup, a steadily increasing 
crosswind from 3 o’clock. I kept holding 
further right each shot and the wind kept 
blowing it out further to the left every 
time. I finished the agg with an O.K. .284" 
group and, coincidentally, a .284" agg 
which put me in 55th place for the day. 

The good shooters did much better. 
Jack Neary won the 100 yd. LV contest 
that day with a .2060" agg. Tony shot all 
good groups for a .2238" agg and fourth 
place. Dwight’s .2754" put him in 44‘ 
place. Realistically, none of us were out of 


the hunt for the Two Gun trophy although 
Jack and Tony were, obviously, better off 
than Dwight and I. 


WATCHING TONY SHOOT 

After spending a week watching Tony 
Boyer shoot, I would like to share some 
observations regarding his equipment and 
shooting style. I’m not speaking for Tony 
here, this is only what I saw. 

Tony uses a Farley front rest with a 
joy stick and a conventional rear bag with 
big Cordura rabbit ears. He steers with 
and hangs on to the joy stick of the 
Farley, not letting it go when he fires. He 
brings quite a few rounds to the bench 
with him for each match, it looked to be 
around twenty or twenty five. 

Tony shoots a right bolt, right port 
rifle. He lays his five record rounds out 
on a towel beside and to the right of his 
rifle before the “commence fire” 


command. He takes his sighter shots from 
his ammo box. In case he should use a 
record round on the sighter target, he 
replaces it on the towel with one from the 
ammo box. He appears to be making 
really sure that he is accurately keeping 
track of those record rounds. He seems 
very, very organized and knows just where 
everything is on the bench. 

Tony shoots free recoil. His rifle 
appeared to have an ejector as the fired 
cases pop out on to the towel to the right 
when he opens the bolt. He is very good at 
quickly opening the bolt and replacing the 
fired round and getting back on target. 
Once he is back on target, there is just the 
slightest pause, it appears that Tony and the 
rifle (and everything but the wind flags) go 
absolutely still for just a second or two, it 
really seems longer, before the shot goes 
off. Then it’s quickly load and shoot again. 

All of the above seem fairly conven- 
tional. The only thing that surprised me at 
all was his absolute immobility for the 
short time before he fires. While Tony’s 
equipment is obviously first rate, I didn’t 
see any evidence that his rifles shot much 
more accurately than some other ones 
there including the Scott/Scoville Snake 
gun I was shooting. Now the shooter... 
that’s a different story. 

I think Tony’s big advantage is his 
ability to correctly read the flags and that he 
knows what to do in just about every wind 
condition and situation. He’s been shooting 
thousands and thousands of rounds a year 
for decades now and he’s kept records. His 
desire to win makes him go the extra mile, 
probably several extra miles, and when a 
big match comes, it shows. 


THE REST OF THE MATCH 

Thursday was the 100 yd. HV contest 
for 13-1/2 lb. Guns. The day was sunny 
and much warmer than it had been earlier 
in the week. The wind was a little stronger 
and there were none of the “teen” aggs 
that are getting to be fairly common at 
matches in our area. Tony won that day 
with a .2296" agg. 

The writer was solidly mid-pack in 
15204 place. However, I had managed to 
beat Brady Knight on Wednesday, after 
which he wanted to increase the bet to 
$10.00 an agg. I had agreed and, again, 
beat him this day. Each time he paid up 
like a gentleman. I found it much easier to 
get money from Brady than it is to retrieve

one’s jacket and cell phone. 

Friday at the Super Shoot is HV rifles 
at 200 yds. There are quite a number of 
shooters who come and only contest the 
HV class which is shot together on 
Thursday and Friday. The merchandise 
prizes are given out Friday after the match 
and, this year, the line of those waiting to 
draw their prize extended all the way 
around Kelbly’s main building. Many 
manufacturers of BR equipment support 
the Super Shoot and there are excellent 
prizes. We have a chance to win barrels, 
actions, scopes and much more. 

Francois LeCourt, from France, won 
the 200 yd. HV match that day with a 
.2384" agg. Tony shot well again, his 
3050" put him in 15" place and he 
continued to be near the very top of the 
Two Gun standings. Our friend and 
gunsmith, Dwight, had a bad day, ending 
up three places below the writer’s 113 
place in the standings. However, I did 
shoot well enough to collect my wager 
from Brady again. Now I was starting to 
use the phrase “Boy Toy” in referring to 
that gentleman from Alabama and he was 
no longer trying to raise the stakes. 

Friday evening the aging bones were 
really getting tired and fairly early that 
evening we went back to the Royal Star 
and had dinner with Barb and John 
Walters in the motel restaurant where the 
food and service is good. Then, for one 
last time we sat around the big comfort- 
able lobby for a bull session with other 
shooters. There is an ice cream shoppe in 
the restaurant and I had my last massive 
hot fudge sundae built with unborn cookie 
dough ice cream whilst sitting around 
talking with the guys and worrying about 
the massive lies I would have to tell the 
doctor when I got home. There would be 
no more sundaes till we returned in 2003. 

Saturday, the last day of the Super 
Shoot, is LV 200 yds. Again, the weather 
was decent as it had been since the match 
started and there was enough wind to 
insure that whoever won would earn it. 

I have been working with a Wind Probe 
at home this spring and have found that it 
really helps me shoot a cross wind, a neces- 
sary skill if one wants to shoot well at 
Kelbly’s. When I sat down for the Warm-up 
match Saturday, I noticed a Probe right in 
front of and a little to the right of my bench. 
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Since I had nothing to lose I decided to use 
it the way I have at home. 

We had a left-to-right wind that day. 
During the Warm-up I found that if I 
waited to shoot till the indicator moved to 
the right to the first dot and paused there 
just a bit, I could shoot all my shots 
together. All I had to do was make sure all 
the flags were blowing in the same direc- 
tion and wait for the Probe to say “Shoot”. 

It worked. My first record group 
(Probe aided) was a .504". I'll take a half 
inch anytime at 200 when I’m shooting at 
Kelbly’s. We moved to another bench and 
there was another Probe. That second 
group was a .573" and I was starting to 
have more than the usual amount of fun. 
There was also a Probe at my third bench

and the wind co-operated wonderfully for 
the first four shots which went into a small 
hole. The Probe would move over to that 
first dot and pause long enough for me to 
shoot. However, it wouldn’t stay still long 
enough for me to get my fifth off right 
away and I had to wait. 

Eventually the wind direction returned 
and I took a chance. The indicator was 
moving across the dot when I pulled the 
trigger rather than just setting there. The 
impact was just a tad upwind and I learned 
something else. The target looked like two 
snake eyes. It measured .475" so I was 
happy. (I just measured the first four shots 
at .170". The little gun was shooting.) 
After three record groups at 200 in the 
Super Shoot, I had two fives and a four.

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After each of those three groups were 
scored that morning I checked the stand- 
ings. I kept moving up in the Two-Gun till 
after the three record groups that morning 
I was around 50" place. Two to go... 

Alas, there was no Probe that I could 
see from either my fourth or fifth bench. 
Reading flags only, my last two groups 
were .906" and 1.253". Goodbye Top Fifty! 

While I was fiddling around trying to 
shoot that last group without the Probe, 
Tony Boyer was right there beside me in 
“Death Valley” and shooting to win the 
Super Shoot. When I finished my group, 
as I had all week, I switched my scope 
over to Tony’s target. I was surprised to 
find he had already finished. He had a 
completely decent but not very pretty 
group in the bottom of the mothball. He 
obviously had seen a condition that he 
thought would let him shoot an acceptable 
group and ran it. Tony’s group measured 
.578" and, with it, he would win the Two- 
Gun Championship at the Super Shoot. 

Ken Terrell shot a .2150 agg and won 
the LV 200 yd. Class that day. Tony Boyer 
placed third in the 10-1/2 Ib. Gun and won 
the 13-1/2 lb. Class, good enough for the 
Two-Gun Trophy. He was followed by 
Wayne Campbell in second place and Jack 
Neary in third. 

I ended up in 92"4 place, to my recol- 
lection, my first time in the top 100. Since 
the cream always rises to the top, Dwight 
Scott, 1998 Super Shoot winner, the man 
who makes my rifles and who I watched 
all week ended up in the Top Twenty, 17% 
in the Two Gun. 

Best of all, by the end of the shoot I 
had won all four aggs from the nefarious 
Mr. Knight, kidnapper of my jacket and 
cell phone. Counting the Shamrock that 
makes eight in a row with Brady and I 
think it may be time to quit making 
wagers with that man... I understand he is 
taking benchrest lessons from Tony Boyer 
(Purveyor of Tony’s Benchrest School, 
call 540-269-2573) as I write this. I mean, 
when you got a guy down... 

Kelbly’s Range is a tough place to 
shoot and, to me, the proper place for the 
biggest match of the year. The point is it’s 
tough for everybody and that makes it fair. 
No one is ever going to win the Super 
Shoot on a fluke. 

I wish now we had stayed for the 
awards and closing ceremony. But the old 
bones were tired and it was a long way 
back to the Northwoods and I hadn’t seen 


the lovely Mrs. Wright in eight days. We 
packed up and left. On the way home we 
ran into very heavy rain which, merci- 
fully, had waited till the shoot was over.

You are in luck if your passion is to 
own a rimfire sporter that will surgically 
cut the center out of half-inch bullseyes at 
50 yards. Now, more than ever before, 
regional gun shops have a good selection 
of these high-grade rimfires, and there are 
at least two ways to get one. You can 
invest in a new, handsome, expensive, 
accurate .22 rimfire or you can buy a 
superior quality used rifle and accurize it. 

For those of us who love beautiful 
walnut-stocked rifles it would be a dream 
come true if we could afford a new, top of 
the line Kimber, Anschutz, Cooper, 
Dakota or even a very rare Winchester 
Model 52 Sporter (1935-1959). We 
would probably top it off with an appro- 
priately fine Swarovski, Steiner or Zeiss 
scope, and not blink an eye at the $2,000 
to $3,000 cost. 

On the other hand, if you had only a 
few hundred dollars to invest, you might 
look in the “best buy” department. You 
would select a good, moderately-priced 
.22 sporter, new or used, and accurize it. 
If you made a wise choice and bought the 
right rifle, your accurized sporter should 
perform with the best of the best at a 
fraction of the cost. 

You should begin your quest by 
locating a custom gunsmith with an 
established reputation for building and 
accurizing .22 sporters. Finding him is 
the hardest part. Just any gunsmith or 
stock maker may not be able to do the 
job. If you can, find a gunsmith who 
shoots .22 sporters in competition. He 
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will understand exactly what you want, 
and he can meet your needs. 

There is no magic formula for identi- 
fying such a specialist. Ask questions at 
your local gun shop and make a trip to 
your nearest regional gun dealership. 
Talk to salesmen. Ask for the names of 


competition shooters and custom gun 
builders. Here and there names will pop 
up, and it will be up to you to call, visit 
and qualify each individual. Tell them 
you want to build a competition sporter, a 
super accurate squirrel rifle or whatever 
you need. In return you will either get a

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blank stare or a gleam in the eye. Go with 
the gleam in the eye. 

Tell him your maximum budget. You 
want to stay within $500, including the 
cost of the rifle to be accurized and all 
custom work. Also ask him which rifle is 
the best buy for such a project, and can he 
accurize it? You want a rifle that will: (1) 
have a lightweight barrel with a uniform 
bore capable of shooting groups under 
half an inch at 50 yards, (2) have a crisp, 
adjustable trigger, (3) have a tight 
chamber, (4) have the barreled action 
custom bedded in the stock and (5) finish 
up by weighing no more that six and a 
half pounds. If the gleam in the eye disap- 
pears, start looking for another rifle 
builder. 

You’ve found your man when your 
gun builder suggests that you start with an 
out-of-production Remington Model 541- 
T (1986-1999) or a Remington 541-S 
(1972-1986). He knows exactly what you 
want because those are the two rifles on 
which many sporter competition shooters 
build some of their finest and least expen- 
sive, lightweight .22 sporters. Reason 
number one is that the action of the 541 
Remington is very strong, but light; and 
second, it is engineered in such a way that 
fine tuning for accuracy is relatively easy. 
Among target shooters Remington 541s 
are noted for their uniform bores, triggers 
that can be improved easily and the ease 
with which they can be epoxy/glass 
bedded. 

Of course there are many other excel- 
lent .22 sporters on the market, but many 
cannot be transformed into competition 
lightweights unless barrels and/or triggers 
are replaced. Shamefully, some of the 
$1,000 to $2,000 factory sporters won’t 
shoot as well as an_ inexpensive 
Remington 541T and are either difficult 
or expensive to accurize. Others are very 
accurate. 


Starting from Scratch 

If you are starting from scratch and 
don’t know a lot about buying or building 
accuracy, the rules for achieving maximum 
rimfire accuracy are to (A) purchase a high- 
quality rifle, (B) have it accurized and (C) 
use the brand of match ammo that shoots 
the tightest groups in that particular rifle. 
Of these three rules, (C) is the most impor- 
tant, for without it (A) and (B) will be nulli- 
fied. With the addition of (B) and (C) real 
precision can be achieved. 


The reason for that is that almost any 
good, brand name .22 can be made to 
shoot surprisingly well with match ammo. 
The right match ammo (C) in a particular 
rifle can cut group sizes in half. Likewise, 
accurizing (bedding, trigger and crown) 
can dramatically downsize groups (by 
eliminating flyers). This is because proper 
bedding (B) eliminates changing wood to 
metal pressure between the barreled 
action and the wood stock. And finally, a 
premium-quality rifle (A) will have the 


right stuff (engineering, components and 
assembly) to maximize precision. 

But if you must have gilt-edge 
accuracy (consistent quarter-to-half-inch 
groups) there are only a few rifles from 
which to choose. 

If you will be satisfied with half-inch 
to three-quarter-inch groups at 50 yards 
there are perhaps a dozen brands that will 
qualify, a few without accurizing. Some 
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all models on special request

rifles have more built-in accuracy poten- 
tial than others. But every .22 rimfire I’ve 
shot (factory, accurized or custom) 
required top-quality match ammo to 
consistently produce — sub-half-inch 
groups. 

A friend of mine who fancies any kind 
of Mauser, rimfire or centerfire, asked me 
to test his military type small-ring 
Rumanian Mauser .22 rimfire before he 
began to modify it into a nice sporter. I 
adjusted the two-stage trigger down to a 
fairly light touch, mounted an old 10X 
Weaver scope and went to the sandbags. 
Right out of the cosmoline the rifle shot 
three five-shot 50-yard groups that 
averaged .382 of an inch with Federal 
1000B match ammo. 

A Ruger 77/22 did as well with the 
same ammo (UM1B), two groups out of 
five. And the feat was nearly duplicated 
by an old single shot Winchester Model 
67 fitted with a different 10X Weaver 
scope that punched two five-shot groups 
that measured .440 and .565. 

Although these rifles produced some 
dramatic groups, they also shot other 
groups that were barely average. Certainly 
not capable of long-term, consistent 
accuracy, these three test rifles make a 
strong statement in favor of high quality 
match ammo, in each case Federal 1000B 
or UMIB. 

The accuracy chase is all about dupli- 
cation of your last shot. Without near 
duplication of your last shot you cannot 
shoot a tight group. Some shooters call it 
repetition. Other refer to uniformity. I call 
it consistency. 

Don’t waste your time trying to get 
real precision out of high velocity or 
hyper velocity ammunition. But try it, if 
you must. 

Cecil Farmer of Volney, Virginia, a 
man of miracles with any .22 rimfire, 
maintains that even the finest and most 
expensive .22 needs to be born again. 

“T’ve shot ‘em all, and I’m talkin’ 
about real high-dollar stuff too. Hardly 
none of ‘em would shoot without a good 
baptizin’,” Farmer said. “But give ‘em a 
good goin’ over, and they'll come out 
shootin’ like the devil.” 

“T’ve traded for some awful fine rifles 


that wouldn’t shoot worth a damn when 
they came in my door, but now they’re 
some of the most choicest rifles I’ve got,” 
the old gun trader said. 

“Seems like nobody wants to pay for 
match ammo or for accurizing a .22 
rimfire. But match ammo and accurizing 
are the secrets of good groups.” 

Before I discovered the superior 
performance of .22 match ammo years 
ago, I searched in vain for an inexpensive, 
over-the-counter, super-accurate, light- 
weight rimfire, but never found one. As a 
hobby I bought and tested a barrelful of

moderately priced .22 sporters in 
Winchester, Remington, Marlin, Ruger, 
Anschutz, Sako, J. C. Higgins, Mossberg, 
Savage, Stevens and other brands. Rarely 
would one consistently shoot inside an 
inch at 50 yards. But later, with match 
ammo, I discovered that almost any 
rimfire would shoot one-inch groups or 
better. 


Even with match ammo, half-inch 
groups were still elusive. Match ammo 
could not work miracles with just any 
rifle. Consistent miracle groups are made 
with rifles with a uniform bore, a crisp 


master gunsmith Lamon Loggins. The competition shooter-gunsmiths with whom he 
often confers say the 541T has the greatest potential for premium accuracy, partly 
because the rifle is constructed in such a way that improvements can be made easily, 
inexpensively and accurately by a competent gunsmith. The 541’s excellent trigger,

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trigger, flawless crown and careful 
bedding. 

It was not until the early 1990s that I 
discovered the one rifle that seemed to be 
an anomaly among rimfires, the 
Remington 541. 

By chance I fell in with a group of 
rimfire sporter (lightweight) competition 
shooters who were using Remington 541s, 
both the earlier “S” model and the later 
“T” model. Functionally identical, the two 
rifles were winning matches against 
expensive custom rifles in IR 50/50 
competition. At least one shooter in the 
group set a couple world records with the 
541. 

Here was the trim little rifle I had 
searched for so long. I had not recognized 
it for what it was, an absolute wolf among 
rimfires, but in  sheep’s clothing. 
Remington’s 541-S had been on dealers’ 
shelves since 1972 and sold for $134.95 
new. When I discovered the 5 1/2 pound 
rimfire in the early 1990s it was already a 
legend among competition shooters who 
were shooting quarter-inch groups with it 
at 50 yards. And the new 541-T, which 
had replaced the “S”, was just as good as

the older model. 

Chuck Hudson of Charlotte, N. C. who 
shoots competition sporters told me about 
the two 541s. “Well, yes, it is a paradox,” 
he said. “But there they are, shooting right 
along with the high-dollar custom rigs. 
And winning matches!” 

Armed with this new information I 
traded two old rifles for a used Remington 
541-T. It shot so well I traded a shotgun 
for a used, but like new, 541-S (made in 
the 1970s). Each one, without being 
accurized, often shot groups inside half an 
inch at 50 yards, and as often as not they 
both outshot my fine old Winchester 
Model 52 target rifle. 

At the range one day I told my 
shooting partner, an engineer, “The way 
these little Remingtons outshoot my 
Winchester target rifle is a pure enigma,” 
to which he replied, “It’s the mass 
production probability curve at work, 
which says one factory rifle will outshoot 
all the others. Those little Remingtons 
seemed to be the ones.” To me that made

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sense. Perhaps he was right. 

Mike Prosceno of Remington had 
another angle. “Remington manufactured, 
advertised and sold both the 541-S and 
541-T as “sporters with target rifle 
accuracy,” he said. “So they were not 
flukes. Remington knew what they had. 
They were built as extremely high-grade 
sporters, but they were also ‘sleepers’. 
They were ‘sleepers’ to the general 
shooting public because Remington’s 
40Xs overshadowed everything else. How 
could you notice a mid-priced 541 on the 
rack beside a 40X?” 

I could not argue the point. He was 
absolutely correct. 


Quarter-Inch Groups 

Lamon Loggins, a competition shooter 
and gun builder who has held the IR 
50/50 rimfire sporter world record several 
times, accurized both of my Remingtons 
and took them to new levels of accuracy.

) This chart and these groups compare the 


accuracy of four different rifles using 
match ammo (top eight targets) and the 
same four rifles using non-match (or high 
speed) ammo (bottom eight targets). Also 
these groups illustrate the difference in 
performance of rifles that have been 
accurized (two left columns) and rifles that 
have not (two right columns). Each rifle 


| shot five 5-shot groups. The best and worst 
| target for each rifle was placed here for 


illustration purposes.The top row (#1, 3, 5 
and 7) were the best targets shot by each of 
the four rifles with match ammo. The 
second row (#2, 4, 6 and 8) were the worst 
targets shot by each of the four rifles with 
match ammo. The left column (#1, 2, A, B) 
was fired with a Winchester Custom Model 
52 which had been accurized. Also accur- 
ized was the Remington 54I1T in the second 


column (#3, 4, C and D). Baas in the two right-hand columns were fired with 
rifles that had not been accurized. The third column from the left was fired with a 
Winchester Model 52 Sporter (not accurized) while the extreme right-hand column 
was fired with a Ruger 77/22 which had not been accurized. We fired 200 shots for 
this illustration (50 shots each rifle, 25 with match ammo, 25 with high speed 
ammo). Probably 1,000 shots would have given a better sample, but 200 shots also 
yielded some interesting information. Using this chart, you can see that the rifles 
that were accurized were much more accurate than those that were not accurized. 
Also of note is the fact that match ammo shot groups that were nearly 40 percent 
smaller than those shot with high speed ammo. And finally, compare the average 
size of groups on targets # 1, 2, 3 and 4 (.348 group size) with targets # E, F, G and 
H (.929 group size). This demonstrates that an accurized rifle shooting match ammo 
is nearly three times as accurate as a non-accurized rifle shooting high speed ammo. 
Taken together, these targets simply illustrate patterns of performance.

Groups tightened up dramatically, with 
some going inside a quarter inch. He said 
my 54ls were ready for competition 
shooting. But all I wanted was a couple 
tight-shooting sporters for informal target 
and squirrel shooting. Now I had them. 

If you have a passion to own a truly 
accurate .22 sporter you would do well to 
save yourself years of testing and 
expense. Just go out and buy a used 
Remington 541-T ($300 to $400 used) or 
a 541-S ($350 to $500) and take it to your 
custom gun builder for a tune up. A 
complete accurizing job should run 
around $150—$200. 

“Perfect case alignment is one thing 
that contributes to the extreme accuracy 
of a Remington 541,” Loggins says. “The 
whole cartridge case (including the rim) 
is enclosed in the rifle barrel (chamber). 
On other .22 rimfires, even the great .22 
Winchester Model 52, the case rim is 
enclosed in the bolt. The bolt face of a

541 is flat, not recessed. The function of 
the 541 bolt is not to encase the cartridge 
rim, but simply to lock it tight and 
perfectly aligned in the barrel, a unique 
and highly desirable feature.” 

One of the first things a top-notch 
gunsmith will do is customize (tune) the 
trigger so that it will have a light, crisp 
pull. It will have no perceptible movement 
when you touch it off. The factory 541 
trigger is of such exceptional quality that 
modification is simple and inexpensive. 
Amazingly you will have a trigger that is 
highly competitive. 

A bad trigger pull, in field shooting, 
spoils more shots than all the mis-aligned 
scopes, burred crowns and imperfect 
barrels combined. 

“The better components you begin 
with (action, bolt, trigger and barrel) the 
better rifle you'll have when its accur- 
ized,” Loggins says. But he cautioned that 
even some expensive rifles require the 
purchase of a high-dollar target trigger. 
Their factory triggers often cannot be 
safely modified. Or worse, their triggers 
can be neither replaced nor modified. 

The second thing your gun builder will 
do is bed the barreled action in the stock 
with epoxy resin, giving a perfect wood- 
to-metal fit. This is absolutely essential to 
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The author says you should shoot as many brands of match ammo as possible to 


permanent and consistent accuracy 
(uniform groups). In the process he will 
free-float the barrel so it does not touch 
the stock at any point from action to 
muzzle, another essential for precision 
shooting with wood stocks. Synthetic 
stocks are forbidden in some sporter 
competition. 

If the muzzle is not perfectly crowned, 
your gunsmith may or may not cut a few 
inches off the barrel before he crowns it. 
He will if you want to shorten the overall 
rifle length. 

He will add another action screw, since 
the 541-S and early 541-Ts came with 
only one. The second screw will add an 
essential measure of needed stability 
between the stock and the action. 

A tight match chamber on the older 
541-S gives it a slight accuracy edge over 
the newer 541-T’s standard chamber. But 
many of the Ts have barrels that are more 
uniform from chamber to muzzle. Each 
has an exceptionally strong action with a 
unique six-lug, mid-bolt lockup. Both 
rifles have well proportioned and nicely 
checkered walnut stocks. The older 541-S 
has a high-gloss stock while the newer 
“T” has a softer satin finish. For the

find the one that shoots best in your particular rifle. Eley, Lapua and CCI Green 
Tag shoot very well in author’s rifles, but Federal’s UM1B (1080 fps) consistently 
shot the smallest groups. Premium ammunition can improve the performance of 
almost any .22 rimfire. Precision rimfire shooting can be boiled down to a very few 
words: a high quality rifle that has been accurized and premium ammunition. Of 
these two, for any given rifle, premium ammunition is more important.

aesthetically minded the “S” has generous 
scroll engraving on the action and trigger 
guard as well as a simulated rosewood 
grip cap, fore end tip and butt plate. 

To get the very best performance out of 
your new sporter add a perfectly aligned 
and tightly mounted scope with an AO 
(adjustable objective) lens. The AO lens 
will allow you to remove close range (50 
yard) parallax and eliminate sighting 
error. 

For maximum precision you will need 
to test half a dozen brands of the best 
match ammunition in your rifle. Every 
rimfire rifle shows a preference in 
ammunition and can deliver dramatically 
different results from brand to brand and 
even from batch to batch of the same 
brand. Almost certainly you will get your 
best groups with one of the so-called 
premium match brands such as Federal 
Gold Medal UltraMatch UMIB, Eley 
match, Lapua match or RWS R50. There 
are many excellent brands of match and 
standard velocity .22 rimfire ammunition, 
but generally I have gotten the best 
accuracy from the most expensive brands. 
Many shooters report outstanding 
accuracy from less expensive brands such 
as Eley International, CCI Green Tag 
Competition and many of the standard 
velocity loads which group very well in 
most rifles. 

CCI, Lapua, Eley, Federal and other 
ammunition makers all produce several 
lines of match ammo. Some are more 
expensive than others, and some are more 
accurate than others, though they are all 
listed as “match” ammo. It will be up to 
the shooter to “qualify” every load within 
every brand, if maximum accuracy is the 
goal. 

For the sake of standardization, I have 
settled on one brand of ammunition for 
my several .22 rimfires, Federal Gold 
Metal UltraMatch UMIB. A few years 
ago this same ammunition was called 
1000B. The performance of 1000B and 
UMIB is the same, based on my compar- 
ative targets over the past several years. In 
my 541T (light barrel) the average spread 
for perhaps a hundred five-shot groups 
has been .375 to .415 of an inch. Group 
sizes, over a five-year period, have been 


between .018 and .525, these being excep- 
tions. Looking at some 100 targets, the 
majority of group sizes fall between .240 
and .405. Taken together, the overall 
average has been .355. If I could have 
eliminated wind conditions (which I 
could not do) my Remington 541 and 
Winchester 52 groups probably would 
have averaged close to a quarter-inch. 

Even Federal’s less expensive “target” 
ammo (designated 711B, standard 
velocity at 1080 fps) is very accurate and 
costs about $2.38 per box of 50. A 
sampling of 10 five-shot groups produced 
an average spread of .441 of an inch in my 
Remington 541 and Winchester 52. I 
highly recommend 711B for hunting or 
informal target shooting. But be sure to 
purchase “B” ammo, Gold Metal 
UltraMatch 1000B, UltraMatch UM1B, 
Match 900B or Target 711B. All “B” 
ammo is standard velocity and more 
accurate. And also, Federal ammo is made 
in America. 

When testing ammo, remember that 
the wind almost always adversely affects 
group size. Very likely, any good match 
ammo will shoot better groups than you 
are capable of holding in changing wind 
conditions. The best competition shooters 
learn to “dope the wind,” or compensate 
for varying wind conditions. I would guess 
that 98 percent of shooters have limited 
skill in “doping the wind.” The top-rated 
competition shooters have an important 
message for all of us who shoot accurate 


rifles: learn to compensate for every wind 
condition and lock in additional skill from 
cumulative experiences. 

Remember that 5-shot groups are fine 
for testing a .22 sporter. Leave the 10-shot 
groups to the big bench rest rifles. Also, 
when you test ammo you should shoot 
four 5-shot groups of each brand. When 
you go from one brand to another shoot a 
couple rounds down range, but not on 
your target. Those first two rounds from a 
new brand of ammo may not group as 
well (in some rifles) because they are 
shooting over a different lubricant from 
the previous bullets. 

The value of snug-fitting, high-quality 
sandbags cannot be over emphasized. In 
addition, without an immovable benchrest 
and rock-steady sandbags, testing will be 
a waste of time. 

Your new tackdriver will be satisfying 
to shoot from a benchrest, but shooting 
offhand will give you an even greater 
thrill. A precision rifle equipped with a 
fine trigger will shoot offhand groups that 
you never dreamed possible. That’s 
because a precision trigger will fire your 
shot as your scope’s reticle jiggles across 
the X-ring or a squirrel’s head. No 
squeezing the trigger. No yanking off a 
shot. Just a touch, and you have a 
bullseye! But it will take patience, perfect 
timing and practice, practice, practice.

This 
information about group reduction 
comes from the .22 rimfire benchrest 
participants who compete in the 
extremely difficult BR-50 matches. All of 
the top shooters sort their shells into 
groups by checking rims and weighing 
the unfired cartridges.

With a bit of tuning it is capable of really 
fine accuracy, and it looks almost exactly 
like the beautiful Model 52 Sporter made 
50 years ago by Winchester. 

Probably the most expensive factory 
rimfire sporter in America today is the 
famous Model 52 Winchester Sporter, made 
from 1935 ($88.50) until it was discon- 
tinued in 1959. Factory records indicate that 
less than 5,000 were produced, making it 
one of the rarest of all Winchesters. An all- 
original 52 Sporter will be priced at around 
$2,000 to $3,500, depending on features 
and condition. 

Don’t forget about the remarkable and 
beautiful Ruger 77/22. New or used, it may 
be the best .22 rimfire buy in America today. 
It has been around since the early 1980s, so 
there are lots of used ones to be found on 
dealers’ shelves in the $300 to $350 price 
range. 

My own 5 1/2 pound Model 77/22, with 
a fine walnut factory stock, has a scant | 1/2 
pound-pull trigger and shoots excellent 
groups. On my first day of testing, several 
three-shot groups (with Federal Ultra Match 
Gold 1000B ammo) averaged .353 of an 
inch at SO yards. The scope, a 1950s Weaver 
10X with AO lens. The Ruger shoots so 
well I’ve never had it accurized, but I will. 

My Ruger is partial to a couple brands of 
ammo, Federal UM1B being one of them. 
On the other hand, half a dozen other brands 
of match ammo barely averaged inside one 
inch. Finding the right ammo for your rifle 
is very important!!! Parenthetically, I will 
add that Federal’s match ammo shoots very 
tight groups in all my rimfire rifles. This is 
the ammo that brought home the silver and 
gold in the 1992 Olympics. 

You will not find a more gracefully 
proportioned and nicely balanced stock on a 
.22 rimfire, even if you pay a thousand 
dollars more. And based on my experience, 
Ruger’s 77 will likely be as accurate (with 
its preferred ammo) as any factory rimfire 
on the market, regardless of cost. The 
trigger pull on some Rugers may be a bit 
heavy and require some tuning. 

Manufactured in Southport, Conn- 
ecticut, the Ruger 77/22 is a best buy! 

Of course there are many other fine old 
used sporter rifles on dealers shelves from 
which to select. Some of the ones best 
known for their accuracy are Remington’s 
very old Model 513-S, Marlin’s famous 
Model 39A lever action, Ruger’s Model 


10/22 customized autoloader, just to name a 
few. There are others. 

Scattered across America are custom 
gunsmiths who have their own pet rifle 
brands and models on which they focus 
their skills. Some of them specialize in 
triggers, others in barrels and still others 
in one model of a particular brand. 

I have talked with many of them. Karl 
Kenyon in Eley, Nevada has been famous 
for his Kenyon triggers for 40 years. One

specialty of his is rebuilding triggers on 
the Japanese-made Model 52 Winchester 
rimfire.

on the Model 36 Cooper, which he 
believes is America’s finest. A New York 
minister and competition shooter said he 
only works on “the world’s best sporter, 
the Anschutz 1700 series rimfire.” Brian 
Voelker of Ryan, Iowa is famous for 
rebuilding (accurizing) 541 Remingtons.

There are many new and used rimfire tackdrivers on dealers shelves such as the 
rifles that drilled these .22-250 empties from 50 yards, a $3,000 1947 vintage Model 
52 Winchester Sporter, a $400 out-of-production Remington 541T, a Model 52 target 
rifle customized into a 21-inch barrel sporter and a $400 currently-manufactured 
Ruger 77/22. It will take a half-minute rimfire (quarter- inch group at 50 yards) to 
punch holes like these with regularity. Each case was shot from a .20-inch wooden 
dowel with a heavy oak backstop to catch the spinning case.

No, this is not a script rewrite of that 
wonderful ’80s movie of the same name, 
but instead it is a description of my efforts 
and rewards working with a new Ruger 
Number One Stainless Varmint rifle in .22- 
250 chambering. You’d think that I’d had 
enough experience with the numerous 
Number Ones I’ve owned in the past, but 
as soon as I saw a photo of the new stain- 
less models I had to have one. As soon as I 
got it home I ripped open the box and 
admired the brushed stainless finish and 
the interesting gray-laminate wood in the 
stocks. ‘This will be fun’ I thought to 
myself, and in the end it did turn out that 
way....but at first it didn’t seem like the 
project was headed in the right direction. 

I had already obtained a new Moyers 
trigger (available from Brownell’s, PS 
Advertiser) for the rifle. Newer Number 
One rifles—those built after the mid- 
1970s—do not have a sear engagement 
adjustment screw in the trigger assembly. 
This adjustment is essential for obtaining a 
decent trigger pull, and I was spoiled from 
years of using my older Number Ones 
fitted with this sear adjustment. The 
Moyers trigger is in essence a copy of the 
original Ruger adjustable trigger, and it 
works just as well as that mechanism did. 
Installation is not too difficult, but it is not 
a simple drop-in either. Once it is installed, 
some grinding and fitting is required to 
allow the safety to function. While this is 
not particularly difficult to do, it does 
require some power tools and patience. If 
not done carefully the safety will not 
function correctly and the rifle may 


discharge with the safety on. Best to have a 
gunsmith install the trigger unless you are 
very familiar with triggers and tools. 

The addition of the Moyers assembly 
made a large difference in the rifle’s trigger 
pull weight. From the factory the lowest I 
could adjust the trigger was 6.5 pounds, 
‘way too high for wringing the best 
accuracy from a rifle. Part of the problem 
was the very stiff trigger return spring 
fitted at the factory, which limits the 
minimum pull weight to over four pounds 
even when the sear was not even engaged. 
The sear engagement set at the factory was 
substantial for safety reasons, but it was not 
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conducive to accurate shooting. Installing 
the Moyers assembly corrected both situa- 
tions, supplying a lighter trigger return 
spring and allowing the sear engagement to 
be adjusted for less overlap. I safely got the 
trigger down to just below 1.5 pounds, 
good enough for most field varmint and 
range target work. The overall design of 
the Ruger trigger allows some slop in the 
connecting links, so a safe trigger of under 
one pound is problematical; rifles with 
‘tight’ trigger linkage assemblies can be 
adjusted slightly lower in pull weight than

ones with ‘sloppy’ linkages. I understand 
that the Canjar trigger for the Number One 
allows a very light trigger pull, but I have 
not used one. 

One trick I have not yet used on this rifle 
is reducing the action’s lock time. On 
another Ruger single shots I have drilled 
two 3/8-inch holes in the hammer to lighten 
it, then installed a heavier Wolff hammer 
spring. This made for a noticeable reduction 
in lock time—you can actually ‘hear’ the 
difference in the time it takes for the 
hammer to fall. This modification does 
reduce overall hammer momentum and 
might inhibit primer ignition on cases with 
tough primers. The rifle on which I’ve used 
this trick fired cases loaded with pistol 
primers seated in them, and it had no 


Sabots: While other Ruger Number One 
experts have recommended the use of 
hardwood for a wedge between the 
forend hanger and the barrel, the author 
knew that wood under constant compres- 
sion could eventually shrink, changing 
the pressure between the barrel and the 
hanger. Instead he tried a piece of plastic 
cut off a fired 12-gauge slug sabot to 
make the wedge. In this photo the lower 
sabot half shows the missing piece 
Turner used — the taper helps the wedge 
to fit more tightly between the hanger 
and barrel. The high-density plastic 
wedge may compress with time, but after 
two months in place it still appears quite 
stable. 


problem igniting those softer primers. 

I attached the lower halves of the 
supplied Ruger rings to the target-style 
blocks on the barrel (no troublesome 
quarter rib on this rifle!) and lapped them 
into line with the Sinclair scope ring lapping 
tool. After lining them with 400-grit wet-or- 
dry emery paper I dropped in the Leupold 
VariXII 6-18X_ silver-finished scope. The 
rifle looked great, and now I was ready to 
take the rifle to the range for a break-in. 

This is a target/varmint rifle afterall, so I 
set a goal of obtaining sub-moa aggregates 
from the new rifle. I knew from my previous 
Number One experiences that without any 
work on the barrel bedding I would probably 


not get true varmint accuracy, and that assess- 
ment was proven out the first day at the 50- 
yard range. After a 20-shot break-in (which 
noticeably smoothed up the passage of a tight 
patch through the bore) I shot a few 5-shot 
strings for group. I was greeted with severe 
vertical stringing, with all groups exhibiting 
between 2.0 to 3.0 moa of vertical spread; 
however, the horizontal spread was generally 
under one moa. Since the load I used was 
known to be good in other .22-250s, I had to 
assume that the barrel bedding was at fault. 
From the factory the forend applied several 
pounds of upward pressure to the barrel at the 
forend tip, but I had no idea if this pressure 
included sideloads, twists, or other potential

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accuracy-affecting pressures. 

The vertical shot stringing phenomenon 
is not uncommon with Ruger single shot 
rifles, and it stems from a basic problem in 
the rather insubstantial forend hanger. This 
action extension is welded to the front of the 
cast receiver, and unfortunately it lacks 
enough stiffness to hold the mounted forend 
immobile. Instead the hanger acts like a 
tuning fork, amplifying vibrations from the 
barrel as the bullet passes through the bore. 
Since the hanger also houses the hammer 
spring, it begins to vibrate even before the 
hammer hits the primer. All this movement 
is transferred both back to the barrel and 
down to the forend rest—the result is often 
erratic accuracy, most often with a large 
vertical component like I saw with this new 
stainless Ruger. 

There are several proven methods avail- 
able to tame this accuracy problem. One is 
to float the barrel free of the forend. This 
method requires stiffening the forend by 
bedding it tight to the front of the receiver 
and to the tuning fork—I mean the forend 
hanger—with epoxy compound. The result

is an isolation of the barrel from direct 
contact with the hanger, and with low-recoil 
cartridges this seems to work much of the 
time. 

The second method has several varia- 
tions, but the result is the same. Some 
shooters install a screw between the hanger 
and the underside of the barrel, others drive 
a hard wedge between the hanger and the 
barrel. The goal is to dampen the hanger’s 
vibrations by firmly tensioning it to the 
barrel. Bedding the forend tight to the 
receiver and to the hanger helps here too. 

It is often noted in print that the forend 
must not touch the receiver on its sides; it is 
supposedly gospel that only the bottom of 
the forend can be in contact with the bottom 
of the receiver face. ’ve read this comment 
many times for many years, but I always 
wondered why it really made any differ- 
ence. A few years ago I believe I discovered 
where this “fact” came from—one partic- 
ular national gun writer mentioned in a 
review of an early Number One rifle that his 
rifle’s forend was warped. If he tightened 
the forend screw fully it brought the rear of 
the forend in firm contact with the receiver 
sides, causing the forend to twist and apply 
a sideload to the barrel. He solved the 
problem on his particular rifle by sanding 
away the back surface of the sides of the 
forend until they no longer were in contact 
with the receiver, and with no unwanted 
side pressure the rifle shot better. It worked 
for him, but it also became a piece of Ruger 
Number One lore which has haunted us for 
decades. If the forend barrel channel is not 
in contact with the barrel, there is no reason 
why the back of the forend cannot be in 
firm contact with the receiver. In fact, by 
fitting the forend tight to the face of the 
receiver it is stabilized even further, 
improving potential accuracy. The long- 
touted “loose” fit simply makes the forend 
support weaker and promotes errant vibra- 
tions. 

The beading method with which [ve 
had the best luck on the most rifles is a 
combination of both of the above; I first 
read about it in these pages from a column 
by Merrill Martin. I float the forend as in 
the first example by taping a 1/16th-inch 
piece of cardboard to the underside of the 
barrel, and using Devcon steel epoxy to bed 
the forend to the front of the receiver 
(bottom and sides) and to the three bedding 


points on the hanger. Once the epoxy is 
fully cured I remove the forend and sand the 
barrel channel for an even gap around the 
barrel, then I put release agent on the barrel 
and squeeze a blob of high quality silicone 
sealer (I use Permatex brand) into the sling 
swivel cutout about an inch back from the 
tip of the forend. Then the forend is 
reinstalled and the forend screw tightened, 
and the rifle is leaned upright in a corner for 
a week to allow the silicone to fully cure. 
After the long wait with the subject rifle, 
I removed the forend and trimmed the 
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silicone into a strip about an inch wide 
stretching across the barrel channel. This 
strip supports the barrel with a minimum of 
pressure, but the elastic properties of the 
silicone help to dampen the forend vibra- 
tions enough to improve accuracy. This 
technique seems to work often enough, and 
it is not difficult to do or to undo. Now I was 
ready to return to the range and see how my 
modifications had affected the rifle’s 
accuracy.

A wider variety of loads would be a 
better test of the rifle’s accuracy potential, 
so I stuffed fifty cases with several powders 
under the Sierra 52-grain MatchKing and 
the Nosler 55-grain Ballistic Tip bullets. In 
keeping with the common belief that 
centerfire .22s shoot better with the bullets 
seated just off the lands, I loaded the cases 
with a 0.01 inch gap between the bullet and 
the lands. I detailed the cases by uniforming 
the primer pockets and flash holes but left 
the case necks unturned. With factory W-W 
brass there was already 0.005 inches of 
radial clearance, and turning the necks 
thinner would only increase that clearance. 

I won’t list the velocities of the test 
loads, but the accuracy results were not 
quite what I had hoped. While this bedding 
method had turned my .257 Weatherby-

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chambered Number One into a tack driver, 
it did not markedly enhance this rifle’s 
accuracy. The vertical stringing was now 
virtually gone, but ten, 5-shot groups 
averaged no better than 1.61 moa. Most of 
the loads I tried had a history of good 
accuracy in other .22-250s, and I even tried 
a few groups with premium factory loads. 
The result was the same mediocre ‘varmint” 
accuracy. 

Next I tried the wedge technique. I cut 
a piece of hard plastic off a fired 12-gauge 
shotgun sabot and forced it between the 
barrel and the end of the forend hanger. 
This added about one eighth-inch of clear- 
ance between the barrel and the forend tip, 
supplying notable upward pressure 
between the barrel and the hanger. I hoped 
that this would dampen the remaining 
errant vibrations and give me the accuracy 
I was looking for. 

Another trip to the range with 50 
cartridges duplicating the last recipes

indicated that I was now headed in the 
right direction, and in fact had actually 
achieved my original goal. This latest 50- 
shot agg was 0.967 moa, and this included 
the first sub-moa groups Id obtained with 
the rifle—one as low as 0.617 moa. It also 
appeared that the rifle liked the Nosler 55- 
grain Ballistic Tip bullets better than it did 
the Sierra 52 MatchKings—strange 
perhaps given the history of this latter 
bullet in this particular cartridge, but hey, 
whatever works. 

I had finally achieved the first major 
goal of the project rifle—getting an 
aggregate below one moa. Some may 
argue that this type of rifle should come 
that way from the factory, but as I stated 
before my experience indicates that this is 
usually not the case with Number Ones. I 
read many postings on-line where owners 
of Ruger single shot varmint rifles state 
that they get half-moa accuracy right out 
of the box. I usually smile whenever I 
read this. Although I won’t doubt the truth 
of those comments, I know for certain that 
not one of the numerous Ruger Number 
Ones I’ve owned shot that well, consis- 
tently, without a lot of work both in tuning 
the rifle and in load development. Anyone 
can obtain a tiny group or two, but are 
they typical and repeatable? In my 
experience, a shooter getting aggregates 
of under one moa with an out-of-the-box 
Number One rifle should consider himself 
lucky indeed! 

Where to next? First I'll do some load 
tuning, as I suspect that at least a tenth or 
two reduction in moa can be obtained this 
way. I am also going to try a thicker

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wedge between the barrel and hanger, but 
I'll probably still use a piece of plastic 
sabot. My thinking is that that type of 
material will transfer less vibration back 
and forth between the barrel and the 
hanger. I’ll also re-bed the forend tight to 
the action to make up for the slight gaps 
caused by the wedge. Too, lightening the 
hammer is worth a try, although probably 
in conjunction with a heavier hammer 
spring to maintain hammer energy. 

Past the above tricks there isn’t too 
much left to do without re-barreling and 
action truing. The thought of a 6mm BR 
barrel has some appeal, and with the 55- 
grain Nosler Ballistic Tip .243 bullets the

room for improve- 
ment, but the 
limiting factor 
now may be the 
barrel itself. The 
author intends to 
continue load 
development 
along with a few 
other rifle modifi- 
cations in the 
hope of achieving 
near-half moa 
aggregates.

6BR has virtually the identical downrange 
performance as does the .22-250. Recoil 
will be slightly less due to the smaller 
powder charge weights, and that may 
reduce problems with those dreaded 
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forend vibrations. But first [ll try to 
maximize what I have. Stay tuned!

Note: These were the most promising loads in the test rifle after installing the plastic 
wedge between the barrel and hanger. Cases were WW and primers were F210. As with 
any reported reload, reduce at least ten percent, and increase the powder charge slowly 


and gradually. 


Silicone Pad: The first method which author Turner used to 
stabilize the rifle’s flexible forend was a silicone pad to 
dampen vibrations. High quality Permatex silicone was placed 
in a pad just back of the forend tip with no upward pressure 
applied. Once the silicone set up it provided a deadening link 
between the barrel and forend hanger. While this method has 
worked very well with several of the author’s Number One 
rifles, with the Stainless Varminter it proved a disappointment. 


Wedge: The second method tried for forend stabilization was to 
place a wedge between the barrel and forend hanger. Some 
gunsmiths use a screw installed in the hanger to apply pressure 
between the barrel and hanger, but the author used a plastic 
wedge between the two (seen here just above the hanger tip). 
Formed from a piece of a fired 12-gauge sabot, a screwdriver 
pried the hanger away from the barrel far enough to insert the 
wedge. Withdraw the screwdriver and voila — instant 
dampening.

Fortuitous discoveries sometimes are 
made while shooting which can lead to the 
ease of shooting and resultant accuracy 
improvement of a rifle. So it was with my 
Model 700 Remington .25-06 Sendero 
rifle with its composite stock. Bullet 
grouping was quite acceptable with select 
handloads. However, as moderate hand 
pressure was applied downward on the 
small of the stock, I noticed the scope 
reticle appeared to rise more than usual on 
target. This was, perhaps, more annoying 
than detrimental to accuracy, but it piqued 
my curiosity. 

To rule out the possibility of an overly 
soft, rear sandbag contributing to this 
scope reticle deviation I substituted the bag 
with a non-compressible stock cradle. This 
did not correct the problem. I then tried a 
few other rifles across the bags; these rifles 
were equipped with walnut stocks. Among 
these were a Model 70 target rifle and a 
40X Remington. There was a definite 
improvement in overall stiffness of the 
walnut stocks as I performed the hand 
pressure test while viewing through the 
scope. Further, more definitive, tests were 
performed using a weighted yoke across 
the small of the stock, which clearly 
demonstrated the magnitude of the reticle 
shift I was seeing with the 700 Remington 
composite stock. 

Though inherently this may be a minor 
interference to best accuracy, I felt justified 
in my endeavor to further examine and add 
strength in the area of the small of the 
stock, thereby making it less sensitive to 
hand contact while shooting from bench 
rest. Any increased rigidity in this area of 
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the stock could conceivably lessen the 
untoward effects of tremor or vibration 
from shot-to-shot as the rifle is fired. 

For those who may question the 
amount of measurable reticle deflection 
noticed at 100 yards, perhaps the following 
test results will be helpful. With the rifle 
held in the test cradle on non-compressible 
supports beneath the stock, virtually 
identical stock span as used with a 
benchrest support, downward finger 
pressure over the small of the stock was 
used as one test. Here the reticle moved a 
full 2-!/2 inches under the pressure applied 
by the tip of my straightened left index 
finger. Release of my finger resulted in the 
reticle returning to the initial aim point. 
Then, as a more complete evaluation, a 
similar series of tests were performed

using lead weights balanced on a yoke over 
the small of the stock. The weight total was 
exactly 20 Ibs., which produced a reticle 
deflection of 4.6 inches repeatedly. 

While applying these same tests with 
one of my 40X Remington and Model 70 
Winchester rifles, both with heavy walnut 
target stocks, the range of reticle deflection 
was just under 1-!/s"" inches for either rifle. 

As I was performing some of these tests 
a fellow shooter happened along with a 
suspicious nature. He had no idea what I 
was trying to prove until I invited him to 
participate in one of the comparative rifle 
tests. All he said was, “Pll be darned!” 

At the same time, my stock-strength- 
ening endeavor presented an excuse to

install a grip cap inlay—sort of akin to 
having a tattoo over a surgical scar. 

The Remington Sendero rifle has an 
aluminum bedding-block beneath its very 
rigid receiver, which adds a great deal of 
support to the stock through this area. 
However, I felt I could add substantial 
strength and stiffness through the small of 
the stock by placing a heavy bolt and epoxy 
filler from the aluminum bedding-block 
right up to the top of the pistol grip cap. This 
would then be capped off with an attractive 
grip cap inlay. It worked. The stock was 
measurably stiffened, and the inlay adds a 
personal touch to the rifle. 


Doing the Work 
The work was performed with common 


shop tools and a bit of imagination. First I 
located center on the grip cap and used a 1- 
'/4 inch hole saw to gain access through the 
grip cap well down into the small of the 
stock. Once through the outer shell of the 
composite stock, the inner structural 
material is surprisingly soft, and brittle,

almost like charcoal. Cutting the hole 
requires very little drill pressure. I drilled 
this hole at an angle to about two inches in 
depth. The hole-piece was then removed 
and the bottom of the hole was squared up 
with a chisel. I also chose to enlarge the 
outer perimeter of the hole to conform to the 
oblong configuration of the grip cap, per se. 
A fine, curved rasp and sharp knife were 
used here to make the edges of the hole 
sharp and uniform. The composite, 
synthetic stock has a graphite reinforced

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fiberglass shell over a very light, filler type 
material that crushes very easily. The inner 
filler material proved to be very light, 
weighing less than half that of walnut wood 
by comparison. The filler appears to add 
little strength to the stock. Following this I 
drilled the hole deeper clear down to the 
aluminum bedding-block using a 27/64" 
drill while staying in line with the small of 
the stock.

The extended hole was then threaded 
internally using a !/2 x 13 tap. With the 
inner stock material being very soft and 
brittle, care was used to not strip the tap 
hole threads. After the hole was drilled and 
tapped, a !/2 x 13 bolt was turned in place 
all the way to the bottom. The bolt was 
marked about 5/16 inch down from flush 
point of grip cap surface, removed and cut 
to this length at the angle formed by the grip 
cap plane. The purpose of the bolt, of 
course, was to add significant stiffness to 
the stock when later surrounded by epoxy 
material. The bolt was then removed and 
ready to set in place with epoxy material. A 
slot was made at the end of the threaded, 
beveled bolt for screwdriver installation. 

As stock strengthening filler material I 
chose “Brownell’s Steel Bed”, a mixture of 
special epoxy with stainless steel particles. 
With everything ready I mixed the stock 
bedding material and dipped the bolt 
threads into a mixture of J.B.Weld material 
to set the bolt fully into threaded hole. With 
the bolt in place, I then filled the main 
excavation with “Steel Bed” to within about 
'/4 inch from grip cap surface, leaving space 
for the inlay. Then, with the grip cap surface 
held level, the liquid material was allowed 
to cure. 


Making and Installation of the Inlay 

You don’t need to be a metal-smith to 
make and install a suitable flush-fit, metal 
inlay. I chose !/4 inch brass plate material 
for the purpose. 

As a means of marking the exact hole 
size for the inlay, I simply held a piece of 
paper over the grip cap hole and pressed the 
paper firmly around the edges with my 
thumb. Following this I cut around the 
periphery and used it as a pattern to trace on 
the brass plate. After marking, a coping saw 
was used to cut the inlay to just larger than 
the stock hole. A common surface-wheel 
grinder and sharp file were used to finish 
the inlay to hole size. The inlay is now 
ready for engraving to your choice of 
pattern, or it can be left plain. I chose to use 
a metal stamp “asterisk” around the edge of 
the inlay with an inscription of a coyote 
head as the main design. Using a common 
Dremel tool with a small burr to inscribe the 
design works well enough. Some practice 
may be in order however. With the inlay 
work completed to your satisfaction, it can 
be bonded in place using a fine grain epoxy 
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material. 

Overall, stock rigidity was markedly 
improved by just over forty percent as 
verified by the previously used retical 
deviation tests. Was it worth it? Was 
accuracy improved? Was I being nit- 
picky?...yes, yes, and no.

dence plays in shooting. I’ve often said 
shooting can be 80 percent mental and 20 
percent mental. But we can’t deny the part 
characterized by our own personal involve- 
ment. As I get down to “hands-on” 
accuracy, where the very hand that usually 
caresses the stock gets somewhat heavy at 
times, stock stability is now noticeably

improved. If I see already fine group 
averages improve by only an eight of an 
inch, I’m happy. After all, isn’t this what our 
search for rifle accuracy is all about?

I have resisted writing about Fred 
Adolph. It’s not that I don’t have enough 
information. In fact, that’s just the 
problem. I have too much information. 
My Adolph file is the thickest of any 
research file I have, plus I have copies of 
several of his catalogs. The problem is 
that there is so much conflicting informa- 
tion on Fred Adolph. After many years I 
am just now getting a picture of the man 
and his work. There has never, to my 
knowledge, been a custom gunmaker in 
America who was as self-promoting as 
Adolph. His catalogs are works of art, one 
numbering sixty-seven pages in length. 
It’s apparent as soon as you start reading 
an Adolph catalog and looking at the 
pictures that every gun in the catalog was 
for the most part made in Germany for 
Adolph. The exceptions are the restocking 
of sporting rifles such as the Krag, 1903 
Springfields and Mauser rifles. He sold 
drillings, double rifles, shotguns, both 
side by side and over/unders, single 
barreled trap. Also single-shot pistols 
made by Webber of Switzerland. How 
much work was done on these guns in 
Germany and how much did Adolph do? 
This has always been the big question. I 
have seen Adolph guns that were made in 
Germany with engraving done by R.J. 
Kornbrath in the United States, and a 
1903 Springfield with engraving done in 
German. I have found no evidence that 
Fred Adolph did any engraving. Most 
Adolph guns have a lot of carving in the 
wood and the workmanship is uniform 
and appears to have been done by the 
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same hand whether on a 1903 Springfield 
or a shotgun. I am not sure if any totally 
completed guns came from Germany. 
Many would have been imported in the 
white with possibly an inletted stock 
blank for him to finish, have engraved, 
hardened and blued. I do believe if you 
ordered a custom sporting rifle on your 
action the work would have been done by 
Adolph. 

Both Whelen and Crossman, writing 
about Adolph in the sporting press in the 
early years, attributed all the work to 
Adolph. This is a mystery to me because 


they knew better, the proof marks on both 
action and barrels tell the story. For the 
purpose of this article I will stay with the 
sporting rifles and leave the shotguns, 
drillings, pistols and others for someone 
else to sort out. 

Fred Adolph was born in Glantz, 
Germany in 1876-77 depending on which 
record is correct. After a basic education 
he apprenticed to a gunsmith in Silesia, a 
historic region that is now in southwestern 
Poland. After his apprenticeship he

worked in several European gunmaker firms such as Webber in 
Zurich, Switzerland, Steyr in Austria and Haenel, Sauer and 
Schilling, all of Suhl, Prussia (Germany). 

Adolph arrived in the US in 1908 with his English-speaking 
wife Minnie and became a naturalized citizen in 1919. It has been 
reported that Adolph worked for several different gunmakers in 
New York State. The only employment I was able to confirm was 
that he worked for a short time circa 1909-10 at Baker Gun & 
Forging Company, Batavia, NY, makers of the “Baker & Batavia 
Guns”. He did work during 1910 when living in Rochester for 
Bausch & Lomb, the optical firm. 

About the same time that Ludwig Wundhammer made the first 
1903 Springfield Sporter for Stewart Edward White out in Los 
Angles, California, Adolph made one for Townsend Whelen. (This 
sporter is a part of the NRA museum collection.) Earlier he had 
made a Krag sporter for Whelen. With Whelen writing about the 
fine work of Adolph there was no shortage of customers in these 
early years. Looking over Adolph’s catalogs and advertising it’s 
clear that many well known sportsmen of the day bought his guns. 
Some of his customers were Teddy Roosevelt, Townsend Whelen,

E. C. Crossman, Charles Askins Sr., Charles Newton, Henry Ford, 
George Eastman, and Roy Chapman Andrews (the real Indiana 
Jones). Adolph’s guns were expensive; a plain 1903 Springfield 
conversion could cost around thirty-five dollars without stock 
carving or engraving. Some of his doubles sold for over a thousand 
dollars which would be several years’ wages for a working man. 
From a used gun ad in Arms and The Man May, 1919 “$175 
Adolph rifle, 30 U.S. 24-ribbed bbl. Krupp, very accurate, 
handsomely checkered, absolutely perfect inside and out, $95.” 
Fred Adolph was one of the first in the US to advocate mounting 
a short telescopic sight with a large field of view on sporting rifles. 
He designed high velocity cartridges and collaborated with Charles 
Newton on cartridge development. He also introduced rustless steel 
barrels and was the sole representative in the United States for the 
Poldi Steel Works of Vienna, Austria selling Poldi “Anticorro” 
Steel. Griffin & Howe offered Poldi Anticorro barrels as an option 
and most will be found on the higher grade and engraved G&H’s. 
In these early years Fred Adolph was in a position to become 
one of the leading custom gunmakers in America. He went so far 
as to have an architect design the “Fred Adolph Factory”. His 
talent in advertising was every bit equal to his gunmaking. There 
was not a sportsman in America who did not know of Adolph. He 
also wrote articles in The Sporting Goods Dealer, Arms & The 
Man, The Outers Book, Outdoor Life and Rod & Gun in Canada. 
In 1914 with the outbreak of hostilities in Europe the British, 
who had a strong navy, clamped a naval blockade on Germany 
and effectively cut Fred Adolph’s supply line from Germany. I 
believe that he must have had a lot of money tied up in orders that

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would never be delivered. He tried to carry 
on but as the war progressed his money 
problems only got worse. Stockmaking 
alone was not enough to keep him finan- 
cially solvent. It was not long before 
magazines like Outdoor Life wrote 
warnings about sending Adolph money. 
Ads in the classified sections showed up 
with people trying to locate Adolph or 
other people who had problems with him. 
When the war was over there was little 
improvement in his financial position and 
it’s possible that none of the magazines 
would run his advertisements. The Genoa, 
New York, Tribune where this was 
published reported on July 8, 1921 that 
Adolph had returned on_ the liner 
“Manchuria” from Hamburg, Germany. I 
suspect that he was in Germany trying to 
recover his war losses and establish new 
business connections. By 1926 the bank 
had repossessed his house and for all 
practical purposes he had disappeared. In 
1935 Adolph is in Brooklyn, NY and 
writes a letter to Sedgley trying to sell him 
on the idea of an over/under rifle-shotgun. 
He says that he had been out of the gun 
business for some time. On April 1, 1936 
he goes to work for Ford Motor Company 
in Dearborn, Michigan as a tool maker and 
retires from that job on June 30, 1952. I 
find him again living at the Hotel La Brea, 
Inglewood, California in 1957 at age 
eighty. This is as far as I have been able to 
trace him; I have no idea when or where he 
died. 

From his problems before WWI until 
he went to work for Ford in 1936 there are 
a lot of missing years. Trying to find a man 
who many considered to be one the best 
gunmakers in America during those years 
has been very frustrating. Keep in mind 
that I am still researching his past and 
more information may surface. I would 
like to tell you where I think he was for 
several of those years. I believe that he 
lived in the greater New York City area, 
got up every morning and took the subway 
to 234 East 39 Street, sat at his workbench 
and stocked rifles for Griffin & Howe. 
Please compare the pictured “Griffin & 
Howe’ rifle to the Adolph Kurz-Mauser or 
Adolph-Springfield ad. I have seen several 
early G&H’s before they standardized their 
style and discontinued the stock carving 
that looked like the work of Fred Adolph. 
At first I just thought that they where 
copying his style, now I’m not sure. One

rifle G&H No. 139 is marked with both 
G&H and Adolph’s name. It’s quite 
possible that this one was sent to him for 
stocking because it was an early 1923 gun. 
The others just have the G&H name, so the 
possibilities are intriguing. 


Identifying an Adolph: 

His first business address was at 10 
Ariel Park in Rochester, New York. There 
are at least two known guns marked ‘Fred 
Adolph Rochester, New York”. Some- 
time between February 1911 and June 
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1911 he moved to Genoa, New York. 
Once you have examined a few of the 
carved Adolph rifles they are not hard to 
identify. However the plain ones without 
stock carving and without provenance can 
be very difficult to attribute to Adolph. 
Notice how Adolph used his coat-of-arms 
as the initial shield on the Cook rifle. I wish 
he had done all his rifles this way; it would 
have made my job much easier. Few 1903 
Springfield sporters made by Fred Adolph 
are signed. Some of the Mausers such as 
the pictured Kurtz sporter are marked on 
the barrel “Adolph Mauser Cal. 25”. 
Although marked 25 caliber the rifle is 
chambered for the 6.5x54mm Mauser — 
not to be confused with the longer 
6.5x54mm Mannlicher-Schoenauer. I have

seen other Mausers made by him that are 
stamped on the receiver with individual 
stamps ‘Fred Adolph Genoa N.Y.” When 
I saw the first one marked this way I was 
sure that the marking was bogus. Now 
having seen three all the same I am 
convinced that these markings are correct. 

From sometime in the late 1920’s until 
his death I can find no evidence that 
Adolph, who was such a_ talented 
gunmaker, ever picked up another inletting 
chisel. He wrote and published poetry & 
music and painted, but turned his back on 
the thing that had cost him his reputation. 
I like the rifles that Fred Adolph made. The 
workmanship is first class; the fit and 
finish are beyond reproach. Today the 
carved stocks of Adolph’s may seem a 
little out of place compared to the modern 
custom rifle. With so many unanswered 
questions his work makes one wonder 
what could have been if he had continued 
gunsmithing. They are, however, a 
wonderful portal to the very beginning of 
the American custom sporting rifles as we 
know them today.

Of all the personalities that partici- 
pated in the tumultuous 174 year history 
of the Springfield Armory, none left so 
much of a lasting impact as James Wolfe 
Ripley. His influence, both positive and 
negative, remained in force right up to the 
closure of the facility in 1968. 

During his tenure at the Springfield 
Armory, Ripley was a driving force in 
modernizing the facility. His work 
involved the adoption and use of gages to 
assure parts warts would interchange, a 
novel concept at the time. Some explana- 
tion may be in order here. Prior to this 
time, military muskets were turned out by 
various teams of armorers working 
together, each group working on specific 
parts. This was modeled on the European 
system of arms manufacture. Some 
workers specialized in skelping barrels, 
others in forging lock plates, still others in 
stocks or other accouterments. While the 
finished weapons may have all looked the 
same, they were all hand fitted during 
final assembly. The concept of truly inter- 
changeable parts posed a huge tactical 
advantage for an army in the field. 
Damaged weapons could be repaired in 
the field, rather than being sent back to 
the Armory. However, it wasn’t until Eli 
Whitney pioneered the concept of true 
mass production that this goal became a 
practical reality. Ripley followed these 
developments closely, and instituted the 
system of using jigs and gages to make 
the concept work. In short, Ripley moved 
American arms making from an art form 
to a science. 

Born December 10, 1794 in Windham, 
Connecticut, Ripley could have served as 


the stereotypical model for the stiff- 
necked Yankee military officer. He was 
rigid, autocratic, intolerant and uncom- 
promising—exactly the kind of man 
needed to shape up an unproductive and 
undisciplined workforce. This, unfortu- 
nately, describes the condition of the 
Springfield Armory when Ripley began 
his tours at the facility. Immovable 
object, irresistible force. The stage was 
set. 

With the War of 1812 still in full 
swing, Ripley graduated from West Point 
in 1814. He was commissioned as a 
Second Lieutenant and served as an 
artillery officer until the end of the war. 
Working his way up the chain of 
command, he served as a Ist Lt. in the 
Seminole war in Florida, 1818. During 
his early years, Ripley attracted some 
attention to himself for his unflagging 
devotion to duty and thoroughness in 
carrying out orders. Not surprisingly, 
Ripley was a real stickler for regulations, 
a characteristic that at least once created 
some friction between he and General 
(later President) Andrew Jackson. When 
he once received an Ordnance requisition 
from “Old Hickory” that was not done 
precisely by the book, he refused to fill it. 
Jackson’s response? “Honor my requisi- 
tion immediately or I will send a guard to 
arrest you and here in my camp I will 
hang you from the first tree.” Threatening 
to hang people who had displeased him, 
and occasionally following through with 
it, seems to have been a frequent pastime 
with Jackson. In reading the histories of 
each, this may just be a case of two very 
similar (read; highly inflexible) individ- 
uals having a predictable personality 
clash. 


Despite such occasional run-ins, 
Ripley continued to ascend through the 
ranks on his own meritorious achieve- 
ments. During an 1832 uprising in 
Charleston, South Carolina, Ripley, now 
a Captain, was sent to Fort Moultrie to 
keep the peace. Again, he handled the 
matter in a proficient, military manner. 
Surprisingly enough, he scored a diplo- 
matic coup as well. He got the job done 
without ruffling feathers on either side of

the dispute. In 1833, he was assigned as 
commanding officer of Kennebec Arsenal 
in Maine, and was roundly praised for his 
conduct in that assignment. He was 
making a name for himself as an able and 
intelligent Ordnance officer. The powers 
that be had there eyes on the rising star, 
and a new and difficult task for him. 
When Ripley, now a Major, took over 
the superintendency of Springfield 
Armory in 1842, he found a facility in a 
terrible state of disrepair. During previous 
administrations, the question of whether 
the armory was under military or civil 
control had never been properly resolved. 
In the past, political cronies, often with no 
credentials to justify their appointment, 
had been given the position of superinten- 
dent as a reward for their patronage. Upon 
his arrival, Ripley took stock of the condi- ROS ee > LAK Se

employees were trustworthy and productive...and which ones 
weren’t. He then rolled up his sleeves and set about the 
Herculean task of cleaning the place up. He shut the plant down 
in August of that year, ostensibly for renovations. In doing so, he 
laid off a number of employees, many of whom—dquite coinci-

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dentally, I’m sure—were the major troublemakers within the 
workforce. When he reopened the plant three months later, he 
didn’t rehire any of them. Most of them were political 
constituents to a powerful Springfield Democrat, Charles 
Stearns. They complained to him. Loudly. Stearns, in turn, 
complained to the Secretary of War, James Porter. Expecting to 
soon have the Majors head on a platter, Stearns waited for satis- 
faction. Porter took the complaints seriously enough to investi- 
gate the situation for himself. Upon his arrival in Springfield, 
Porter found an armory in the midst of a much needed overhaul. 
In fact, it was shaping up quite nicely. Production was up, costs 
were down, and the townspeople were generally pleased with 
Ripley’s leadership. Stearns licked his wounds and regrouped. 

Next, the Major ordered the construction of a new superin- 
tendents house, a few hundred feet from where the existing one 
already stood. The original home, incidentally, had been 
designed and built by none other than Charles Stearns. 
Apparently, Stearns fancied himself as quite an architect, and 
was tremendously proud of the home. Not surprisingly, he took 
Ripley’s replacing it as a personal affront. He complained loudly 
that the new residence Ripley planned was a mansion, more 
befitting a king than a lowly army officer. Ripley responded by 
having the house that Stearns had built condemned and torn 
down to make room for the new Main Arsenal. This building still 
dominates the Armory Square, and today houses the Springfield 
Armory Museum. Stearns, by this time, was furious and deter- 
mined to have his revenge. 

When a series of fires broke out on the premises (none of 
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which were responded to by the 
Springfield Fire Department; more of 
Stearns constituents), Ripley ordered the 
emplacement of a wrought-iron fence to 
surround the Armory grounds. The cost 
alone should have prohibited this, but 
Ripley found a way. His Yankee stinginess 
turned up a way that he could provide 
material for the fence at virtually no cost 
to the government. Stearns screamed 
bloody murder about this, too, but if you 
visit the Armory today, the fence still 
stands. The fence is, fittingly enough, 
made from iron salvaged from obsolete 
cannon that Ripley had melted down and 
recycled. 

Major Ripley left Springfield for his 
next assignment in September of 1854, 
becoming Inspector of Arsenals, and 
making Lieutenant Colonel in the process. 
Upon his departure, he left an armory 
producing more and better weapons than it 
ever had before, at less cost to the govern- 
ment. The workforce was well disciplined, 
better motivated, and more professional 
than at any time in the armory’s history. 
Stearns, naturally, crowed loudly over 
Ripley’s exodus, but there was no denying 
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the fact that he left it in better shape than 
he found it. 

Once again, despite making some 
powerful enemies in the process, Ripley 
emerged from a difficult assignment with 
the respect and confidence of his 
superiors. From one task to the next, he 
was earning a reputation as a man who got 
things done. He continued to develop this 
reputation until he became Ordnance 
chief in April, 1861. The Civil War was

just getting underway, providing a real 
breeding ground for confusion, chaos and 
if you were a weapons designer, opportu- 
nity. Ripley had barely settled into the 
position before he found himself 
besieged. He was faced with a frontal 
attack by a never-ending wave of 
designers, promoters and _ outright 
hucksters, each promoting some new 
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miracle weapon that would win the war 
overnight. 

Ripley’s attitude towards this constant 
stream is plainly spelled out in a 
memorandum written by him on June 11, 
1861. “A great evil now specially preva- 
lent in regard to arms for the military 
service is the variety of new inventions, 
each having, of course, its advocates, 
insisting on the superiority of his favorite 
arm over all others and urging its adoption 
by the government. The influence thus 
exercised has already introduced into the 
service many kinds and calibers of arms, 
some, in my opinion, unfit for use as 
military weapons, and none as good as the 
U.S. [Model 1855 Rifled] Musket, 
producing confusion in manufacture, the 
issue, and the use of ammunition, and 
very injurious to the efficiency of the 
troops. This evil can only be stopped by 
positively refusing to answer any requisi- 
tions for or propositions to sell new and 
untried arms, and steadily adhering to the 
rule of uniformity of all troops of the same 
kind, such as cavalry, artillery, infantry.” 

Clearly, Ripley was not a “techie,” to 
use the current vernacular. He resisted 
changes with a vengeance, and followed 
the book without thought of deviation. In 
his defense, it should be noted that the 
years during which the Civil War was 
fought was a period of cataclysmic 
change. New weapons were being devel- 
oped at a phenomenal rate, some good, 
others ridiculous. In the midst of a major 
war, in which the country was fighting for 
its very survival, was perhaps not the best 
time to be dividing resources by investing 
in every new idea that gets presented. Not 
only were the arms themselves changing, 
but the ammunition as well. Paper 
cartridges were giving way to metallics, 
using a bewildering array of ignition 
systems and configurations, very few of 
which were interchangeable. However 
effective one particular type of weapon 
may have been, it must be remembered 
that there were scores of different types to 
be supplied. In 1862 alone, some 240 
patents were granted for military 
weapons. It was a Quartermaster’s worst 
nightmare come true. From the battle of 
Gettysburg alone, I have a listing showing 
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ammunition requisitions for; .36 cal. Colt 
Navy (pistol), .44 cal. Colt Army (pistol), 
50 cal. Maynard, .52 Sharps Carbine, .52 
Sharps Elongated, .54 cal. Pistol, .54 cal. 
Rifle, .54 cal. Merrill carbine, .56 cal. 
Colt percussion rifle, .57 cal., .577 cal., 
.58 cal., and finally, .69 caliber—at least 
three different types for rifled and 
smoothbore weapons. Some of these had 
a degree of interchangeability, others did 
not. Add to this the fact that several of 
these cartridges were used in many 


different arms, all of which the Ordnance 
Corps had to supply repair parts and 
replacements for...you get the idea. Ripley 
was a man with a very full plate, having 
the entire salad bar thrust upon him. He 
dug his heels in deeper than ever, and tried 
to stay focused on the job at hand. 

He dealt with the constant flow of 
inventors and the political patrons they 
enlisted in a straightforward manner; he 
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refused to meet with them. When ordered 
to do so by President Lincoln, he managed 
to stonewall by bureaucratic maneu- 
vering—without ever actually disobeying 
orders—until absolutely backed into a 
corner on any particular design. And so it 
went for most of his tenure. Lincoln 
eagerly sought, and often personally 
tested, new designs. Ever more desperate 
for positive results on the battlefield, 
Lincoln soon tired of Ripley’s absolute 
resistance to new inventions. During this 
period, Ripley had some very serious run- 
ins with several Washington powerhouses, 
including Abraham Lincoln, his Secretary 
of War, Edwin M. Stanton, and other 
members of the War Department. Stanton, 
in particular became a real nemesis. 
Considering his acid personality and 
complete lack of tact when dealing with 
subordinates, it’s probably fair to say that 
Ripley wasn’t the only one to develop a 
true hatred for the Secretary of War. In 
reading his history, it doesn’t surprise me 
that he was targeted for assassination by 
J.W. Booth and his conspirators as much 
as the fact that none of Stanton’s own 
employees were involved. After serving as 
Chief of Ordnance for approximately two 
and a half years, Brigadier General James 
Wolfe Ripley retired, or more accurately, 
was retired on September 15, 1863. 
Ripley was removed from his post. As a 
consolation prize, he was given responsi- 
bility for inspecting the coastal defenses 
of New England. Think of it as a retro- 
grade promotion. 

Despite the enmity he created with his 
entrenched views, he had his supporters, 
too. In testifying before a Senate 
committee, Ripley’s Chief Assistant, 
Capt. James Benton said, “He may have 
erred sometimes, and he may have created 
a great many enemies by refusing to adopt 
inventions which he thought were unfit or 
not suited to the service, or were too 
expensive. But I am very confident, in fact 
I know, that he was actuated solely by the 
interests of the service.” No matter how 
you slice it, that’s not too bad an epitaph. 

J.W. Ripley died in Hartford, 
Connecticut on March 17, 1870, and was 
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laid to rest in Springfield cemetery, only a 
mile or so from the Armory. 

In his memoirs, appearing in 1881, 
Ripley modestly stated, “There has been 
nothing remarkable in my life, nor do I 
intend to make it appear otherwise.” This 
from a man who served through at least 
four wars, restructured the entire military 
arms procurement and manufacturing 
system, had serious run-ins with at least 
three presidents, been banished to the far 
side of the globe “on official business” by 
political enemies, had been hung in effigy 
from the armory flagpole by his own 
civilian employees and lived a life of 
hardball political intrigue that would have 
made Machiavelli squeamish. Geez! Kind 
of makes you wonder what he would have 
considered to be an eventful life, doesn’t 
it? 
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The Main Arsenal, also built at Ripley’s direction. The fact that it was built on the 
site where the Commanding Officer’s residence that Stearns had designed was, I’m 
sure, purely a coincidence... Today it serves as the Springfield Armory Museum. The 
Commanding Officer’s residence that Ripley built sits within 300 feet of where the 
old one had stood.

Prologue 

The course of the dedicated, true 
.22LR match-grade AR15’s acceptance 
has somewhat paralleled that of the ARI5 
rifle itself. Once viewed with a bit of 
suspicion, match-grade “‘.22-15s,” as I call 
them, have largely overcome initial 
teething problems to gain ever-increasing 
acceptance as an outstanding training tool. 
So it was, also, with the accurized ARIS 
rifle itself, which had to overcome strong, 
even visceral resistance before becoming 
the standard by which competitive service 
rifles are judged. When I initially wrote 
“Black Magic: The Ultra-Accurate ARI5” 
a few years ago, the truly-accurate .22LR 
ARI5 was a speck on the horizon—an as- 
yet unproven concept. Pioneered by 
Derrick Martin of Accuracy Speaks, Inc., 
the early models exhibited truly aston- 
ishing accuracy, at the expense of some 
tendency to be finicky about ammo and 
functioning. Derrick combined the guts of 
the popular, but inaccurate, .22LR conver- 
sion units, whether GI surplus, Colt or 
Ceiner, with a true, .22LR match chamber 
and barrel. In doing so, he bypassed the 
original conversion unit’s use of the 
standard 5.56mm chamber and 0.224" 
bore diameter. The result was amazing; in 
a test I conducted using an as-issued 
USAF .22LR conversion unit in a 1:12" 
twist GI barrel, with a scope and CCI 
Standard match ammo, ten-shot groups at 
50 yards averaged 3.65”. The same ammo, 
however, in my early Accuracy Speaks 
Douglas-barreled .22-15 averaged 0.719”! 

My .22LR spacegun upper is one of

the earliest of the genre, and features a 
super-tight SAAMI match chamber more 
suited to bolt actions than semi-autos. It 
likes to be kept clean, and it is indeed 
rather picky about ammo with heavy, wax 
lubricant. The upper’s accuracy with 
really good ammo is positively awesome, 
however, so I haven’t yet updated the 
chamber to the currently popular, semi- 
auto match dimensions. Instead, I clean it 
about every 100-150 rounds, and feed it 
carefully selected ammo that it likes. 
(Later rifles with more-generous 
chambers are noticeably less finicky.) 
Since writing my detailed review of this 
upper (Precision Shooting, 7/2000), ve 
received numerous reports of competitors 


training with .22-15’s, and most seem to 
consider them great investments, as I'll 
outline below. Now, there is a new source 
for high-quality, match-grade .22LR 
AR15 uppers... read on!

several months, Frank turned his not- 
inconsiderable talents to designing and 
tweaking his own version of the rimfire 
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match ARI5. After finding out that the 
bugs had been worked out and the new 
.22-15’s were online as a production item, 
I requested a sample to test, and before 
long, a spiffy new Douglas-barreled CLE 
.22 spacegun upper was at my door! 

The CLE .22 spacegun, not surpris- 
ingly, is externally identical to its .223- 
caliber big brother, with the sole excep- 
tion of not having a gas manifold or gas 
tube. Thus, it feels and balances identical 
to the rifle it replicates. Frank uses only 
U.S. Army surplus M-261 .22LR conver- 
sion units, as he believes these are the 
most reliable of the various choices. The 
M-261’s make use of 10-round magazine 
inserts that quickly drop into a standard 
GI 20 or 30 round magazine, simply by 
depressing the magazine follower and 
spring and positioning them in place. 
They easily and cheaply mimic the 20- 
round GI magazines that are the gold 
standard in Highpower competition. 
Moreover, the M-261 bolt units offer 
another advantage—when used with an 
unmodified, GI 20 round magazine (and 
no .22 adapter), the bolt locks back after 
each shot for single-loading, as in slow- 
fire! Single-stuffing any of the .22-15’s 
has historically been nigh onto impos- 
sible... until Frank developed his propri- 
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etary single-loading tool. It is a simple 
delrin “fork” that picks up a single round 
and makes it easy to get it into the 
chamber; these come standard with all 
CLE .22-15’s. But I digress... 

When building his uppers, Frank 
removes the .223 chamber insert, and fits 
a true .22LR-dimension barrel, using a 
JGS Match reamer. This differs only 
slightly from the ubiquitous Bentz semi- 
auto match reamer that is immensely 
popular for 10/22 match barrels and other 
self-loading applications. Thus far, the 
JGS Match reamer has also proven to 
work very well in the rimfire ARIS. I 
wasted no time in pulling a Leupold 6.5- 
20X E.F.R. target scope off one of my 
CLE varmint uppers, and dropped it onto 
the .22-15. The process took less than a 
minute, as both rifles were equipped with 
identical CLE flat-top scope bases. Thus, 


I was able to detach the scope in its 
Weaver rings from my existing varmint 
upper and mount it to the new spacegun, 
with no other adjustments required. Eye 
relief and scope position were perfect, as 
with the varmint upper, and sighting in 
was a matter of only 2 to 3 minutes. 
Arriving at the range armed with a 
wide assortment of test ammo, I assem- 
bled the new upper to a varmint lower 
equipped with a superb Knight Armament 
match trigger (3.25 Ib. pull, two-stage). 
Surveying the weather, I set up my wind 
flags, targets, and a Hart rest and prepared 
for action. The day was calm, and after 
firing 20 rounds of CCI Standard Velocity 
ammo to zero and condition the bore, I 
began shooting 10-round groups at 50 
yards. The first group measured 0.442", 
and subsequent groups were in the 0.6" 
range, for a 0.619" five-group average!!

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What’s more, functioning was very 
smooth—I was beginning to like this rifle 
already! I followed with some elderly 
Western Super Match MK III dating back 
to the 60’s or 70’s, and five, ten-shot 
groups averaged 0.580!” However, the 
crowning moment that day was when I 
stuffed in some vintage Eley Standard of a 
known-good lot, which averaged 0.439”!! 
YES!! In just a few minutes, I’d found an 
inexpensive batch of target ammo that this 
upper liked well enough to hammer the X- 
ring of my 50-yard reduced, 600 yard 
prone slowfire targets!! The Eley’s 
smallest ten-shot group measured 0.327”, 
and another group sent 9 out of 10 rounds 
into an astounding 0.142”, with one 
vertical flier opening the group to 0.485”! 
All told, that day I fired 260 rounds 
without cleaning, and without a single 
malfunction, before the action finally 
began to get sluggish. 

My next foray was greeted with breezy 
conditions—hardly a day to get the very 
best mechanical accuracy from the rifle 
with expensive Tenex or other top-shelf

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ammo. So, I conducted a test of inexpen- 
sive (about $1.20/box) Aguila SE 
standard velocity ammo, which has 
proven to shoot very well indeed in 
several .22-15’s I’m _ familiar with, 
including mine. I had managed to amass 
samples of four different lot numbers, and 
set about testing them all side-by-side, to 
check their accuracy and functioning in 
the CLE spacegun. Along the way, I’d 
answer a question about just how much 
variability one might see between lots of 
this ammo, which I’d tested with excel- 
lent results some months back (Precision 
Shooting, 11/01). 1 alternated lots 
between groups, to test each lot in as 
close to equal barrel fouling and wind 
conditions as possible. The inexpensive 
Aguila functioned fine, and gave more 
than acceptable accuracy for most uses; 
my results are summarized on Table One. 

The functioning of rimfire match 
AR15’s is dependent in part upon the type 
ammo used—factors include both the 
bullet lube (thin hard wax or copper 
coating being better), and the powder 
burn rate and recoil impulse. Ammo using 
thick, sticky wax lubes can choke a tight- 
chambered .22LR AR in significantly less 
time than other, less gooey ammo. 
Starting with a clean rifle, the CLE upper 
managed 250 rounds with Aguila before it 
started to get sluggish, and malfunctions 
began in earnest at about 290 rounds. 
Based on my own experience and reader 
correspondence, this is excellent relia- 
bility for a .22-15 using standard velocity 
ammunition. Readers who are concerned 
about the need to clean the .22-15 
relatively frequently to maintain reliable 
functioning will be interested in one 
experiment I conducted. While on the 
range, I timed myself in quickly, but 
reasonably thoroughly, cleaning the bolt, 
receiver and chamber of the CLE .22- 
15—from start to finish, it took only eight 
minutes! 

My third day of testing was blessed 
with excellent, calm wind conditions... 
now, it was Tenex time!! Using a known- 
good lot of Tenex, I fired five, ten-shot 
groups at 50 yards which averaged 
0.398”; the smallest group was a scant 
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0.310”, and most were in the 0.3’s. I then 
followed this with some Federal Ultra- 
Match—the subsonic version, product 
number UM1B, which has worked better 
than the supersonic version in my rifles. 
The Federal gave slightly better results in 
this rifle than Tenex, averaging 0.377" 
with a small group of 0.273”. Both the 
Eley Standard and Tenex I used are from 
older lots in which the lube has dried out 
noticeably, compared to fresh Eley; the 
vintage Eley functions quite well in the 
.22-15’s_ Tve tested. Readers who 
encounter prematurely sluggish chamber- 
ing with fresh Eley will likely find the 
Federal offerings to their liking. Federal 
Ultra-Match features a thin, hard wax 
lubricant that works great in even tight- 
chambered .22’s, in my experience. 


Happily, Federal does offer less- 
expensive versions of their Ultra-Match 
line, which still yield excellent accuracy 
at a significant cost savings. Economy is 
always of interest but, as with any .22 
match rifle, ammo quality is critical to 
accuracy. The rule to remember here is 
“GARBAGE IN—GARBAGE OUT!!” 
Using sleazily-manufactured, bargain 
basement ammo is a sure-fire method for 
not obtaining the inherent accuracy built 
into your top-quality .22-15. That’s not to 
say that some inexpensive ammunition 
won’t work beautifully, as evidenced by 
my results with Aguila SE and Eley 
Standard, but testing is definitely required 
to see what ammo your rifle likes. For

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example, in my Accuracy Speaks .22-15, 
Remington “Target,’ (which has never 
performed well in any rifle I’ve tested) 
averaged 1.312" at SO yards, vs. 0.744" for 
Winchester T-22.

Feamsterian Deduction, I conducted a 
study of the actual savings of time and 
money one can realize with a .22-15, vs. 
training with the real thing. The whole, 
sordid tale is recounted in my July 2000 
PS article, but for those who came in late, 
here’s a brief recap. I timed myself in 
various common operations, including 
setting up my handloading dies, loading 
100 rounds of .223 match ammo, policing 
up 100 rounds of brass, and cleaning my 
full-size spacegun and its .22LR cousin. 
Using 3000 rounds as a reasonable figure 
for the active Highpower shooter to burn 
up in an active summer of practice, I then 
extrapolated the savings in handloading, 
cleaning and brass policing time which 
the .22-15 would generate, assuming the 
.223 ammo was loaded in 500-round lots. 
I also figured the cost of barrel life; the 
.22’s barrel will last essentially indefi- 
nitely, while .223 Kriegers, sadly, are 
mortal and have to be replaced periodi- 
cally. The result was rather sobering—in 
one summer, at 3000 rounds of rimfire 
practice using $2.50 per box Eley 
Standard instead of handloads with Sierra 
MatchKings, the savings amounted to 52 
hours and 24 minutes, plus $588.00 in 
combined ammo and barrel cost savings!! 
Moreover, shooting Aguila instead of 
Eley increases this figure by yet another 
$80.00! Better yet, these figures do not 
address such hidden savings in time as not 
having to wait for the barrel to cool when 
practicing rapid-fire, and not having to 
work up new loads as often, as your .223 
AR’s barrel will last much longer!! 

The above figures are entirely realistic 
and accurate—however, when dealing 
with the most recalcitrant spouse, a true 
ninja-style Feamsterian Deduction 
approach may be required. This should 
only be used as a last resort, but an 
example follows: “John fires two strings 
of sitting rapid-fire practice with his 
.22LR spacegun and $1.50 per box 
ammo. In the process, he learns that 
pulling the rifle in tighter than usual 
shrinks his groups. significantly. In 
layman’s terms, it cost him $0.60 to refine 
his technique. By Feamsterian Deduction, 
however, if he had been shooting a .223, 
considering the additional cost of 
ammunition, barrel life and labor, he just 
saved $4.40 and 21 minutes! Carried to 
its logical extension, if John shoots his 
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.22LR upper incessantly, he will therefore 
become rich and never have to work again 
for the rest of his life!” (Or, something 
like that...) [Aside: The Mississippi 
Institute of Advanced Feamsterian 
Deduction has a few slots remaining in 
the training seminars scheduled for 2003;

The trip from Big Sandy, Montana to 
the Logan Billings airport was relatively 
uneventful. I was travelling to join a group 
of writers and guests invited by the 
Western Powder Company for their 4th 
annual Ramshot prairie dog shoot. After 
completing some business in the western 
part of Montana, I rented a car and drove 
to Big Sandy, where I planned to squeeze 
in one day of shooting at Bill and Renita 
Brown’s Chase Hill Outfitters. My hope 
was to hit a prairie dog at fifteen hundred 
yards. However the weather was such that 
I didn’t even remove my 6.5 x 284 rifle 
case from its shipping carton. Although a 
bit disappointed, I had prepared myself, 
knowing that I’d have to be very lucky to 
achieve this goal with just one day to 
shoot. The first 65 miles from Bill’s ranch 
was on two lane dirt or gravel roads and 
the Richardson Ground Squirrels 
(gophers) were all over the roadside. They 
darted across the road, playing Russian 
Roulette with my rented Alero. They were 
so prolific that, after a few attempts to 
swerve out of their way, I gave up playing 
dodge’em and concentrated on the events 
that were about to unfold. I would be 
dropping off the rental car at the airport 
and meeting the rest of the invitees for the 
two and a half hour bus ride to Miles City, 
where the Western Powder Company 
makes its home. This would be followed 
by a day and a half of primo prairie rat 
herd thinning. 

This whole story had its beginnings 
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with a phone call I received in early March 
from Brenda Kneeland, marketing 
director for Western Powder, inviting me 
to attend their Ramshot shoot. She 
explained that several other companies 
would be joining Western Powder in 
sponsoring the event. Kimber would 
provide rifles, Swarovski Optik the 
scopes, and the ammo would be assem- 
bled by Black Hills Ammunition, using 
components provided by Winchester, 
Barnes Bullets, and Ramshot powders. I 
was pleased to accept the invitation. 
Brenda sent me a packet of information, 
which included a list of columnists who 
would be attending, and a copy of the 
booklet from the 2001 shoot. It contained 
a picture and short bio of those who 
attended. The list was impressive, 
containing many familiar names, and I 


noted that frequent PS and TAR contrib- 
utor, Jacob Gottfredson, had attended and 
would be returning this year. I called him 
and he was gracious in answering my 
questions concerning what to bring, what 
to expect, etc. He said that some of the 
guests had brought personal rifles with 
them. He had not, but I could if I wanted 
to have something to shoot that I was 
familiar with. I already knew that Kimber 
would be providing 22-250’s, and ammo 
for .223’s would also be available if 
required. I really enjoyed our conversa- 
tion, finding Jacob to be not only knowl- 
edgeable, (which I already knew from his 
articles) but also a gentleman and a 
pleasure to chat with. 

I arrived in Billings a little early (a 
three and a half hour, 200 mile trip from 
Big Sandy), returned my rental car and

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waited in the baggage area for others to 
arrive. I had brought a second rifle with 
me. The aforementioned 6.5 x 284 would 
remain in its case, but I hoped to get a 
chance to use my 22-243 Middlested on 
targets beyond 500 yards. Before long, a 
young man, wearing a sport shirt with a 
Swarovski logo joined me. He turned out 
to be Dean Capuano, a shooting sports 
field coordinator for Swarovski. We 
exchanged greetings and chatted for a few 
minutes until the Western Powder bus 
arrived a short time later. I loaded my bags 
and rifles below in the baggage compart- 
ment and was greeted by Pat Ellinghouse, 
sales rep for Western Powder. Some of the 
other guests were already aboard and I 
immediately recognized Allan Hall, whose 
benchrest achievements and fine rifle 
actions are well known to readers of this 
magazine. I introduced myself, shook 
hands with everyone, meeting Jacob 
Gottfredson along the way. Sandwiches 
and cold drinks were provided in quantity, 
so I settled in and just listened to the 
conversations going on about me. The two 
and a half hours passed quickly. 

Upon checking in at the Holiday Inn, I 
found my name on my room door, and a 
packet on my bed explaining the schedule 
for the whole event. I cleaned up and 
joined the others for the short bus ride to 
the Cattle-Ac Club, where our hosts held 
the opening reception. We were greeted by 
president/owner Doug Phair, and members 
of the Western Powder family. The food 
was tasty and the libation was plentiful. 
Phair introduced each sponsor, who spoke 
briefly. Then he introduced his. staff, 
acknowledging their efforts in organizing 
the event. We were all given a pair of 
Silencio NightHawk electronic hearing 
protectors, and the latest version of the 
Barnes Reloading manual. The latter 
proved useful immediately, as many of the 
writers and guests used them to collect 
autographs from each other. A fine time 
was had by all. 

The next morning we were transported 
to the Western Powder Campus and 
congregated at the ballistics lab, where we 
picked up our rifles. They were 22-250 
Kimbers with 4 to 16 or 6 to 24 variable 
Swarovski scopes already mounted. Then 
we sighted in the rifles at the 100 yard 
range just outside the ballistics building. 
My rifle shot two inches high so I left it 
there. While others were still sighting in 
their rifles, several of us met with Don 


Hartmann, chief ballistician for Western 
Powder. He gave us the grand tour of the 
facility, explaining step by step, how he 
tests and evaluates ammunition. All 
pressure and velocity testing conducted in 
Western’s lab is done so in accordance with 
the Sporting Arms and Ammunition 
Institute (SAAMI) utilizing a piezo-electric 
transducer system. Perhaps a _ little 
background of Western Powders would be 
appropriate here. 

Western Powders was formed in 1992 
as a spin-off of the Roundup Powder 


Company, a successful regional explosives 
manufacturer and contract drilling 
company. Roundup was formed by the 
Phair family in 1952 and entered the 
smokeless powder distribution aspect of its 
operation in 1968 when it became the first 
distributor of IMR (Dupont) powder west 
of the Mississippi. Western Powder has 
grown to be the largest Master Distributor 
of smokeless and black powders in North 
America. Their full line includes powders

As 
mentioned above, Western operates a 
ballistics laboratory on its campus. In 
addition to testing and load developing for 
their own Ramshot line, Western’s lab 
conducts testing services and load develop- 
ments for individual handloaders as well as 
some of the industry’s leading ammunition 
manufacturers. Much of the data we find in 
loading manuals was generated at 
Western’s facility.

After this informative tour, we 
separated into seven hunting groups. My 
group included Jacob Gottfredson and John 
Haviland, contributing editor for The 
Varmint Hunter Magazine. Unfortunately, 
Jeff Hoffman from Black Hills 
Ammunition was unable to join the shoot 
due to some kind of emergency. Our driver 
was Joe Donnelly, warehouse manager for 
Western. After directing other groups to 
their shooting locations, Joe took us to a 
field where we could hear and see 
numerous targets. We proceeded to do what 
varmint hunters were put here on earth to 
do. Jacob walked off to the left while John 
Haviland broke out a °94 Winchester in 25- 
20 that had once belonged to his grand- 
mother and headed to the right. I set up 
close by the Suburban and immediately got 
into trouble. For some reason, my scope 
picture was not clear and I could not get it 
to clear up using the adjustable objective or 
the focusing ring. I worked with it a bit and, 
finally, with some help from Haviland, got 
a clear picture. I scored some hits but had 
far too many misses for me to be comfort- 
able. I attempted to make some elevation 
adjustments. The vertical scope control 
knob had a direction arrow, but instead of U 
or D to show up or down, there was an H. 
Being a bit weak in my knowledge of the 
German language, I’m sure that I messed 
things up sufficiently to make it almost 
impossible to hit anything, except by pure 
luck. When Jacob returned, we packed up 
and drove cross country, stopping to shoot 
at targets of opportunity as they presented 
themselves. Again, I continued to miss too 
often. After several embarrassing misses, 
Gottfredson took mercy on me and handed 
me his rifle. I made four or five hits in a 
row with it and I think I redeemed my

noon, stopping only to consume appro- 
priate amounts of cold ice tea or lemonade. 

Dinner that evening was at the Airport 
Inn, where the air was filled with stories of 
amazing shots at long distances and other 
experiences of the day. I sat across the table 
from Allan Hall with whom I had the 
chance to talk about falling block actions in 
general, and his falling block action in 
particular. After a relaxing evening, we 
returned to the hotel for some much-needed 
rest. 

The next morning, after a good night 
sleep and a brief breakfast, I packed my 
gear in a different Suburban and we headed 
out for a full day of shooting. This group 
was led by Brenda Kneeland and consisted 
of well-known writer and hunter, Bob 
Milek, Jr. and John Haviland again. For 
closer targets, John had an original model 
Kimber in 22 magnum and I decided to 
bring out my own 22-243 Middlested. 
Brenda, who did a wonderful job of coordi- 
nating the whole event, turned out to be a 
pretty good spotter too. I have found that I 
need the help of a spotter even more than 
most folks.

Remington 700 with an eight twist Shilen barrel, is set up to shoot 
Jimmy Knox’s 80 grain VLD custom bullets (JLK Bullets). The 
scope is a Burris 6 to 24 Signature with their Ballistic Mil-Dot 
reticle. In addition to a ScopeLevel™, I have also mounted a 
retractable Pathfinder Ballistics Chart by Allison Tool on the 
scope. (832 Poplar Street, Denver, Co. 80220, 303-355-5356) It is 
a spring loaded metal tape, much like a tape measure, but with 
bullet drop information instead of inches and feet. The drop data 
is figured in minute of angle increments at whatever yardage’s 
requested. Allison can run the Sierra Infinity ballistics software, 
incorporating the data you provide (bullet BC, velocity, altitude, 
etc.) which customizes the tape to one’s individual rifle. 
Pathfinders are also available with either preprinted tables for 
specific factory loads, or with blank tapes for pet handloads. In 
combination with a laser rangefinder and an accurate rifle, the 
Pathfinder makes a formidable tool. 

As one might expect, Bob Milek had several extremely 
accurate bolt action pistols and started making hits right away. But 
his shooting prowess was not limited just to them — I saw him 
work over an area with the Kimber 22-250, and it was no surprise 
that he was equally adept with it.

I guess the best way to start this 
odyssey is with a little background. As 
most of the shooting fraternity knows, 
Hornady has recently come out with the 
17 HMR (Hornady Magnum Rimfire) 
and Ruger and Marlin have made it 
known that they will be marketing bolt 
guns in this caliber. Hornady has put the 
ammo on the market, which sells for 
about $10.50 for a box of 50. It is a cute 
little thing, with a 17 grain (.172 
diameter) bullet that does 2550 fps. 
THAT’S RIGHT — 2550 fps from a 
RIMFIRE cartridge. Years back there was 
a 5 MM rimfire round that never quite 
made it, but the .17 HMR is a whole new 
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introduction. Let me tell “the rest of the 
story”. 

The gun store owner on the other end 
of the line said “Well....there is good 
news and bad news. The new 17 HMR is 
the greatest thing since sliced bread! The 
bad news is that I can’t get them from the 
distributors!” When you realize that this 
was the fourth store that I had called, this 
had all the earmarks of becoming a major 
stumbling block in my personal develop- 
ment!!

lot’s of .22 Mags, including a Savage model 93F. Since I didn’t 
have a Savage in my gun rack, I got to thinking (unusual, I 
know): All the tricked up Savage guns that I have shot or seen on 
the 1000 yard range have done exceptionally well, and it does 
have a round receiver like a Rem. 700; it should do great. Jack 
should be able to blueprint this without any problems. I 
especially liked the price of $166. One thing I did learn from the 
gun store owner was that the Savage was the most accurate of the 
.22 Mags, and that all .22 Mags had a pinned or screw tension 
dove tail barrel. This means that the barrels are not threaded to 
the action, but held in place with a pin or screw, something that I 
had never thought of. 

Two days later, I am in Jack’s “Accurate Arms” gunshop with 
gun in hand. “Here’s the reamer” he said (he had overnighted a 
custom reamer), “and I just got off the phone with Dan Lilja, and 
he is sending a No. | contour barrel, 1 in 10 twist. We’re lucky 
he had an uncommitted barrel in stock!”. We’re in great shape. 
Go home and take your nerve medicine and I’ll get back with 
you. 

I called a week later and Jack said “come get your gun, and 
let me know how it shoots”. He explained that he had blueprinted 
and threaded the action, bedded it with Bisonite, and tuned up the 
factory trigger to about 2.5 pounds pull. He also fitted, cut and 
crowned the barrel and lapped the scope rings. Total weight of 
the rifle with scope is 5 */4 pounds. 

I headed to the Stonewall Rifle and Pistol range to try out my

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new toy. First of all, I cleaned and broke in the barrel, firing one 
shot then cleaning between shots for three rounds, then firing 
three rounds and cleaning for three series, then cleaning between 
every twelve rounds. The Hornady “Lil-Gun” powder did not 
foul too much, and the copper wash was easily removed with a 
few passes of J&B Bore Paste. My problem was that I had a 
Leupold 2x7 VariX II-RF (Rimfire) scope, in which the Parallax 
setting was good out to 50 yards. I couldn’t get the Parallax out 
of the scope at 100. Also, the wind was gusting up to about 5 
mph. Remember that this round, when zeroed at 100 yards, drops 
six inches at 200 yards. Wind drift (10 mph wind) is 3 inches at 
100, and 15 inches at 200. Anyway, you go with what you got! I 
got the gun zeroed at 100, and shot five, three shot groups, the 
largest was .735 and the smallest .490. Average group size was 
.628! Wind was definitely a problem with the group sizes, but we 
were cookin’! Later I will mount a bit more scope on the gun and 
wait for good weather to see what it will really do. Anyway, the 
accompanying photo of the groundhog (taken at 135 yards) illus- 
trates that this round is a great small varmint round out to 250 
yards. Several other features of this combination are that it makes 
a great gun for youngsters with its light weight, relative low cost, 
low recoil, long range, and accuracy. The low noise of the report 
makes you more welcome on farms and ranches. 

When I contracted the 17 HMR virus, I was in the process of 
writing an article on my gunsmith Jack Keister. Our Editor has 
allowed me to attach it (below) to the piece on the “Sweet 
Savage”. 

My Leica rangefinder said the groundhog was 278 yards away 
on one of Virginia’s hog infested hillsides. He was doing the 
usual “graze and look” drills, blissfully unaware that he had 
become the focus of my attention! Everything was as it should be 
except for my rifle. Granted a 22-250 is more than enough for the 
job, but there was something different this time. The rifle and 
scope weighed only 7 pounds! Needless to say, the shot went 
perfect, and the hog sort of left us. 

I have been shooting groundhogs or rockchucks for some 45

years, and have used heavy barrel rifles 
for most of the last 30 (once I could afford 
them) and like most varmint hunters had 
always thought of sporter weight guns as 
being inherently inaccurate. There was 
once a justifiable reason for this. Way 
back when, the major arms manufacturers 
turned out rifles with scopes that were in 


the 8 to 10 pound range and reasonably 
accurate. Once the accuracy bug took 
hold, heavy barrels and heavier guns 
became the cats—whatever. Shooters and 
the Benchrest fraternity started converting 
to quality barrels and accuracy 
gunsmithing with the results we enjoy 
today. Very few tried to combine accuracy 
with light weight. This is starting to 
change, and as old a dog as I am, I wanted 
to learn a new trick. 

Several shooting buddies (and fellow 
Africa hunters) were getting extremely

accurate rifles from a young gunsmith in 
the Shenandoah Valley named Jack 
Keister. Not being one to part with my 
hard earned annuity on a whim, I had Jack 
do several small accuracy jobs and repairs 
which met with my standards! Jack has 
not only put up with me, but has turned 
out some fantastically accurate guns... 

Well, I get on the phone with our 
Editor and asked if he would be interested 
in a write-up. His first words were “Dave 
who? I didn’t know you were still alive!” 
After a while he agreed with me that the 
world probably needed to know more 
about Jack Keister and his place of trade 
ACCURATE ARMS. Jack has been a 
gunsmith for over 9 years, from the 
Colorado School of Trade, and special- 
izes in light weight hunting rifles. He also 
does custom accurizing and “tuning” 
shotguns. A good deal of his Spring and 
Fall shotgun work entails reaming the 
forcing cones of shotgun tubes to improve 
pattern density. Anyway, I dropped by 
Accurate Arms in Harrisonburg, VA, and 
slowed Jack down enough to get some 
insight into what he does and how he does 
it. 


‘What caliber’s do the ‘Magnum Lite’ 
rifles come in?” 

I can chamber for any caliber, however 
the weight does depend on several factors, 
such as the length and type of the action. 
Some customers want fluted barrels, 
muzzle brakes, custom triggers and a 
variety of scopes, all of which will affect 
the overall weight of the end product. My 
technique involves keeping the weight to 
its barest minimum with accuracy being of 
paramount importance. New _ stock 
materials and configuration, along with 
skeletonizing of the bolt and other areas of 
the receiver all contribute to light weight.

I do all calibers, and recommend 
muzzle brakes for everything over 30-06 
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in the ultra light rifles. The decision to 
install a brake is up to the customer, but 
there are considerations with light rifles 
which should be understood. The 
materials and workmanship put into the 
construction of a light rifle are identical to 
what I do for heavy rifles. The light rifle is 
just as accurate. What the shooter has to 
remember is that properly mounting the 
rifle, and follow through on the shot are 
critical to accuracy. By mounting, I mean 
the placement of the recoil pad in the 
pocket of the shoulder, and the pressure 
exerted against the shoulder, along with 
the force exerted on the forend by the grip 
of the supporting hand must be uniform, 
shot to shot. The dwell time of the bullet 
is the same as with a heavy barrel, but the 
forces on the rifle itself must be consis- 
tently uniform to achieve proper bullet 
placement. 


“Tell me about the new .17 HMR 
(Hornady Magnum Rimfire) work you 
are doing.” 

When news of this new cartridge hit the 
streets, I started receiving numerous 
requests to upgrade existing .22 Magnum 
rifles to the new caliber, or to further 
accurize the new factory guns. I have a 
custom chamber reamer which tightens the 
neck and shortens the leade, contributing 
to improved accuracy over production 
guns. The Hornady cartridge which is 
loaded with new Hornady powder and 
bullet is one of the most accurate rounds 
on the market, given the fact that it is a 
rimfire, and factory ammo. You still need 
to have a quality barrel, blueprint the 
action, rebed, and do some trigger work on 
guns chambered for the .22 Magnum, but 
the results are well worth the effort. 


“What do you do to shotguns to 
‘accurize’ them?” 

Without a doubt, Virginia has the finest 
Turkey hunting in the world! Turkey can 
be taken with a rifle or shotgun during the 
Spring Gobbler season, but most hunters 
prefer calling the gobblers in and taking 
them with the shotgun. The most effective 
technique requires the shooter to make a 
head shot at anywhere between 15 and 40 
yards. 

Even with the most effective Turkey 
loads the pattern can be problematic, 
regardless of the choke used. Most 
patterns can improve by lengthening the 
forcing cone area where the shot exits the 


hull and starts its journey down the tube. 
This process reduces the number of flyers 
and combined with the proper choke, 
results in a denser, tighter pattern, regard- 
less of the gauge. 


‘‘What is the turnaround time for one 
of your custom rifles”? 

Of course it depends on whether the 
customer has the materials on hand, or I 
have to order them. While I do custom 
stock work, it takes a lot of time. Usually 
it takes between 2 to 4 weeks to 


completely finish a rifle using a synthetic 
stock, and 2 to 3 weeks to accurize a 
shotgun. My work is based on complete 
customer satisfaction.

So, why did we publish another AR-15 accuracy book? We asked Derrick Martin 
that very question, at a time when he had us pinned to the ground, and was sitting 
on our chest, and telling us that we had just been selected to publish his new book, 
and it was going to make both of us famous, as well as rich. Since neither of these 
conditions are terribly high on our list of priorities, we felt that our inquiry (and 
thus, by association... if nothing else... your inquiry, good reader) was germane to 
the discussion.

Synopsis: The tang-mounted aperture sight affords the longest feasible sight radius 


and is therefore quite desirable. Therefore, when an “iron” 


sight is preferred, or is desir- 


able, and when recoil considerations do not preclude use of such a sight, the tang sight 
is as good as there is. One likely application is to Cowboy Action rifles, such as the 


Marlin 336CB. 


The Marble Safety Axe Company 
may not be familiar to many of our 
readers but Marble sights almost 
certainly are. This company offers a fine 
aperture sight that is tang-mounted, 
micrometer-adjustable, and folds. 
Models are offered for various 
Winchester and Marlin lever-action rifles 
and a few similar types of guns. 

The Marble tang sight comes with 
three apertures and the necessary 
mounting screws. Gunsmithing is 
required on many applications, to 
produce one or more mounting holes in 
the tang. This sight has precise microm- 
eter adjustments for both windage and 
elevation; these adjustments provide very 
precise settings and offer sufficient travel 
to accommodate most needs. Those 
intending to practice long-range shooting 
may need to order the sight equipped 
with a taller than standard staff or return 
it to the factory for such replacement. 
Marble offers factory installation of non- 
standard staffs for a modest fee, plus 
shipping costs—they specifically do not 
recommend outside replacement because 
the smith is very so apt to lose the tiny 
indent balls and springs. Nominal staff 
provides about 0.35-inch of elevation 


travel, which covers and well exceeds the 
range of adjustment offered by typical 
factory barrel-mounted rear sights. 
Mounting is routine, requiring only a 
few tools and a bit of care to insure 
correct location of the new hole or holes. 
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A proper drill punch (15/32-inch) and 
proper care during hole drilling are 
required. When mounting this sight to a 
Marlin, I simply located the separate base 
to the tang, using the provided screw, and 
then drill punched the tang at center of 
second hole location. I then removed 
base, disassembled lower tang from 
receiver, located upper tang on a solid 
surface and drill punched the second hole 
location quite deeply. After applying 
cutting oil, I drilled a proper size hole for 
tapping to 10-32 (#25 index drill), using a

Base and sight assembly separate, to accommodate mounting. Sufficient windage 
adjustment is offered in finely-indexed increments; similarly, about 0.35 inches of 
finely-indexed elevation adjustment is provided. Standard elevation travel encom-

drill press and sufficient care to insure that 
hole was square to tang and that it did not 
“walk” during drilling operation. 

The former goal was accommodated 
by keeping tang square to bit—I rested 
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upper tang on drill press table. The latter 
goal was accommodated by first drilling 
with a smaller pilot bit that was no larger 
in diameter than the dimple formed by the 
drill punch. 

After drilling with proper index drill, I 
applied additional cutting oil and 
threaded the hole using a sharp 10-32 tap. 
After thoroughly cleaning tang and sight 
base, I reassembled lower tang to receiver. 


First step in mounting is to properly dimple tang with a drill punch. In most applica- 
tions, this hole is properly located by mounting sight base to tang using provided 
replacement tang bolt in existing tang hole. Properly drilling this hole, to keep it 
centered and square to tang and to prevent it from drifting during drilling, requires 


skill and use of correct tools, see text.

Then I applied Loctite 609 (stud and 
bearing mount) to underside of base, sat 
base on tang and installed both screws—I 
only slightly snugged the screws. After 
the 609 had cured thoroughly (about 30 
minutes) I pulled the screws, cleaned all 
excess 609 (that which is not trapped 
between metal surfaces that are no more 
than about 0.030-inch apart will not cure). 
I applied Loctite 242 (a moderate- 
strength thread locker) to front sight 
screw and assembled stock to receiver and 
both screws into sight base. 

The final steps were to install sight 
proper into sight base and then install and 
tighten attaching screws. Adjust tang 
sight so that it lines up with existing rear 
sight—all three sights are on same line. 
Then, if desired, remove the, now super- 
fluous, barrel-mounted rear sight and 
install a dovetail blank in empty dovetail 
in barrel. 

I found a handy modification to this 
sight that accommodates semi-permanent 
mounting of unused apertures, so that 
those will be readily available and with

Summary 

While shooting High-Power competi- 
tion with M1 Garands and M1-A’s I had 
to full length size for reliable feeding but 
needed greater than 0.010" under sizing 
of the cases to minimize any headspace 
condition and accordingly optimize any 
more accuracy I could squeeze from the 
combining factors. I found I could dial in 
the exact headspace sizing solution I was 
after using Headspace Control Shims, but 
I was concerned about giving up accuracy 
to case head runout created or aggravated 
by reloading press deflection (we back 
issue types can read “Adjustable 
Headspace Full-Length Sizing” by MLL. 
McPherson — Precision Shooting 11/96, 
and “Considerations of Reloading Press 
Deflections” by M.L. McPherson — 
Precision Shooting 1/98). Because of the 
promoted notion that shell holder bump 
sizing was a best practice for full-length 
case sizing to relieve potential case head 
runout propagation, I was surprised that 
my test showed negligible difference in 
case head runout between shell holder 
bump sized and non-shell holder bump 
sized cases. 


The Case Sizing Set-up 

To conduct my test I specifically 
compared a sizing method of Eclipse 
Engineering & Design’s Headspace 
Control Shims (HCS), which elevates the 
die in the press creating a non-shell 
holder bump sizing condition, to the shell 
holder bump sizing condition of 
Redding’s Competition Shell Holders 


(CSH). The cases were sized through an 
RCBS full-length size die in a Hornady 
Pacific-007 cast aluminum reloading 
press. My 007 reloading press has a 
0.010" drop of the ram in the cam-over 
(full stroke) position. In order to maintain 
constant contact between the shell holder 
and sizing die during the “bump sizing” 
sequence the die was set such that the 
reloading press system absorbed or 
deflected to absorb a 0.010" interference 
between the shell holder and sizing die 
when the ram is at it’s highest point. The 
CSH used for my test was the +0.010" 
shell holder. In order to achieve the same 
linear sizing condition (+0.010") on the 
HCS (non-bump) sized cases it was 
necessary to use a 0.020" shim stack 


between the bottom of sizing die’s lock 
ring and the top of the press. A standard 
RCBS #3 shell holder was used for the 
HCS sizing. Dillon Case Lube was used 
for all sizing. 


The Test Batch 

I sorted 600 Lake City 88 MATCH 
308 cases into ascending order of case 
weight, then I recorded the fired cases’ 
weight and head runout respectively. 
Case weights ranged from 172.9 to 178.1 
grains, case head runout ranged 0.2 to 5.2 
mils (0.0002-0.0052"). The fired case 
head runout seemed reasonable from a 
MIA rifle, I wouldn’t expect that wide 
range from a bolt gun. I used a Dillon D- 
Terminator electronic scale to weigh the 


Two headspace sizing adjustment methods; left Competition Shell Holders (CSH), 
right Headspace Control Shims (HCS). 
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cases, and the NECO case measuring tool 
to measure the case head runout. I found 
using the Eclipse Case-mouth Cone in the 
Neco case gage gave a more constant and 
stable feel when measuring case head 
runout than did the graduated case mouth 
guides that came with the gage. I then 
assembled lots of 100 cases per lot while 
maintaining the ranked case weight order 
(lightest to heaviest), and each case’s 
respective fired case head runout. The first 
lot (1-100 lightest) cases were sized with 
HCS, the next lot (101-200) sized with 
CSH, 201-300 HCS, 301-400 CSH, 401- 
500 HCS, and finally 501-600 CSH. The 
sizing methods were mixed and staggered 
that way with regard to case weight so that 
one sizing method was not offered a 
favorable condition over the other. After 
sizing I re-measured and recorded each 
case’s “Sized” case head runout. Sized 
case head runout ranged 0.2-4.2 mils. I 
entered all data into MS Excel and 
cranked out more data and a couple of 
fancy charts to interpret the data and form 
conclusions.

Interpreting the data 

Here is my view on what the charts 
reveal about the data that was collected 
over the test. I wanted to consider the 
change (delta- “A”) in the case head 
runout for both methods of case sizing. To 
obtain delta I subtracted the fired 
(unsized) case head runout from the sized 
case head runout. With this in mind 
realize that a negative delta represents the 
condition of case head runout being 
reduced through the sizing process (sized 
runout < fired runout). The reason we are 
interested in this change is because it will 
give us a comparison between the two 
resizing methods and of their tendency to 
introduce or stifle case head runout. The

first chart “Histogram — HCS vs CSH” 
shows the number of occurrences that 
each sizing method resulted in a change of 
a particular value. These occurrences are 
evaluated to give and “average” change, 
or what we could predict to be typical 
behavior of the particular sizing method. 

The black & white chart: once it’s 
printed in black and white and we loose 
the distinguishable colors of the chart it’s 
a struggle to make sense of it, here is some 
help reading it. Delta values are the upper- 
most row of unmarked values ranging 
from —1.6 to 1.2. Four columns centered 
on each delta value. Columns left of 
center of each delta value are for HCS and 
those to the right of center are CSH. The 
bold wide columns represent frequency, 
which is scaled on the left hand axis as 
well as noted in the frequency block 
below each delta value. The skinnier 
columns superimposed over the wide bold 
columns represent the percent of lot, 
which is scaled on the right hand axis as 
well as noted in the % block below each 
delta value. 

The lot of HCS sized brass dialed out 
and average of 15/100,000 of an inch 
(0.00015") greater case head runout 
change than the CSH cases. In other 
words CSH corrected the case head runout 
an average of 0.00015" more than did 
HCS. For all intensive purposes I believe 
0.00015" additional case head runout 
represents no discernable adverse effect to 
accuracy. 

One of the interesting characteristics 
about the sizing methods were that both 
sizing methods showed a tendency to 
correct the case head runout more in 
heavier cases. This behavior can be seen in 
the following chart “Change in Case Head 
Runout vs Case Weight”. 
The two linear equations and representative 
“average” lines through their respective 
data show the inclination for the change in 
case head runout to become more negative 
(smaller “sized case” head runout). 


Conclusions 

I have read a couple of articles 
showing the deflection of reloading 
presses during simulated sizing opera- 
tions. It has been suggested that such 


reloading press deflections could aggra- 
vate case head runout if shell holder bump 
is not adhered to during the sizing opera- 
tion, promoting shell holder bump as the 
safety mechanism to squaring-up the case 
heads under the press deflections. 
Regrettably I’ve not been able to find any 
studies that compare the topic of case

Africa has an abundance of snakes. 
Luckily however, one does not encounter 
them all that often when out in either the 
veld or bush during the cool and dry 
winter months of the hunting season. 
This is because most African snakes 
hibernate at this time—and this for me, 
this is a blessing, simply because the 
scaly, legless serpents are my least 
favorite creatures! 

All manner and types of insects 
flourish during the hot and wet summer 
months which constitutes the rainy 
season. When they do they are attracted 
to the lights which surround all farm 
homesteads. This in turn attracts frogs 
which feast upon them, and snakes which 
feed upon the frogs. Consequently, it is 
this time of the year when snakes are 
most commonly encountered, and this 
pattern continues until the rains stop and 
it starts to cool off as autumn approaches. 
In preparation for their long winter sleep, 
snakes feed aggressively at this time and 
this is when I see many snake bitten dogs 
at my veterinary surgery. 

Puff Adders are the most common 
culprits because they are fat, sluggish and 
lazy snakes. This makes them reluctant to 
move out of harms way when threatened 
and they therefore bite more inquisitive 
canines than all the other species put 
together. Puff Adder venom is cytotoxic. 


This means that it causes a tremendous 
amount of swelling and the sloughing of 
tissue around the bite site—but if treated 
quickly enough, with a ‘shock’ dose of 
cortisone, given intravenously via a drip 
and heavy doses of penicillin, such bites 
need not necessarily be fatal. 

Bites from the neurotoxic snake 
species—the cobra’s and mambas are 
another matter entirely. Invariably they 
are far more lethal—so much so that it is 
unusual for a medium sized dog to last 
more than a few minutes after being 
bitten by one of them. Paralysis of the 
respiratory system results in an 
unpleasant, gashing for breath, blue 
tongued, demise. 

Of all of Africa’s snakes, the Python, 
Python sebae, is the most impressive ( or 
frightening if you don’t like snakes ) and 
I have had some interesting experiences 
with them over the years. This is simply 
because domestic dogs and cats rank 
highly on their menu! In fact, the very 
first veterinary call I received, the 
morning after opening a rural country 
practice, was from the local baker’s wife. 

“Please come quickly,” she pleaded 
over the crackly party-line phones which 
we used in those long ago days, “ a 
python has just eaten my cat and I want 
you to come and get it back for me!” 

“Are you sure?” 1 inquired, somewhat 
skeptically because nothing at veterinary 
school had prepared me for situations like 
this. 

“Oh yes,” was her immediate reply, “J 
can still see the tip of Fluffy’s tail sticking 
out of the corner of the python’s mouth!” 
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Somewhat understandably I suppose, 
that first call was not a resounding 
success! 

‘Sam’ was the South African 
champion Yorkshire Terrier—and as fine 
a specimen of these diminutive little 
canines as I had ever seen. He was owned 
by a rather eccentric couple who lived on 
a farm in our district. Along with Sam, 
the couple also possessed a dozen Yorkie 
bitches and for a time they ran a 
successful, ‘puppy farm’ so as to exploit 
Sam’s genetics. Due to Sam’s champi- 
onship status, there was a ready market 
for his offspring, especially in neigh- 
boring South Africa where the strong 
Rand was and still is a welcome and 
desirable attraction. 

While I did not wholeheartedly 
approve of their intentions or methods, 
the ‘puppy’ farm did however provided 
me with a good deal of veterinary work. 
Parvo Virus vaccinations, dewormings, 
dew claw removals and export paper 
processing’s were all lucrative additions 
to the surgery’s cash flow—and in those, 
‘struggling-to-get-established’ days, all 
such work was welcome, but the 
seemingly idealic situation did not last 
for long. 

One by one, the Yorkie bitches started 
to disappear. Initially the household 
cookboy was suspected as being respon- 
sible. He was dismissed and replaced, but 
still disappearances continued. The police 
were even called in to investigate, but to 
no avail—the little dogs continued to

vanish, without a trace. Eventually only 
Sam and a single bitch remained—and 
then, horror of horror’s, it happened. Sam 
was nowhere to be found one morning. 

A frantic search revealed a largish 
python stuck in a hole in the pigwire 
security fence which surrounded the 
farmyard. The serpent was stuck just 
ahead of a suspiciously large bulge, about 
a third of the way down its considerable 
length. Once detected, the python tried 
frantically to escape—and in doing so, it 
regurgitated the obstruction. For its 
mouth, all covered in slime and already 
partly digested, emerged the ‘ex’ South 
African Yorkshire Terrier champion! 

That particular python, it was 
concluded, had been responsible for all 
the Yorkie ‘disappearances’. The hole in 
the fence was its regular enter and escape 
route—but because Sam had been slightly 
bigger, body size wise, it had only gotten 
stuck after he had been consumed! Had it 
not, Sam’s disappearance would just have 
been another African mystery. 

Regarded as ‘Royal Game’ by the 
wildlife authorities and ‘sacred’ by the 
local African population, all pythons lead 
a charmed, protected and undisturbed 
existence. Factors which enable some 
specimens to grow to truly enormous size. 
On my _ farm in _ north-western 
Mashonaland, I have over the years 
encountered specimens with the body 
diameter easily the size of the wooden 
poles which are used out here to suspend 
power and telephone lines. I have also had 
a few 80 pound Beefmaster calves from 
my beef herd, crushed and swallowed 
whole. 

Once, while walking out in the veiled, 
one of my herdsmen was suddenly bitten 
on the ankle, thrown to the ground and 
quickly wrapped in several ever tight- 
ening coils by a particularly large 
specimen. Luckily for him, he was 
carrying a large, crudely fashioned 
machete at the time, and with it, he was 
able to cut himself free. He killed the 
serpent in the process—but due to the 
circumstances, there were no unpleasant 
repercussions, save for the fact that he left 
my employment as soon as the bite 
wound on his leg had healed! 

‘Polar’ was my first Labrador 
Retriever—a light yellow colored bitch 
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and so named because she resembled a 
cuddly Folar bear cub when still a puppy. 
Having never trained a gundog before, I 
confess that I did not do all that good a job 
with her, but she was obedient, retrieved 
well enough and with time learned to flush 
as well. Francolin and guineafowl were 
our primary quarry—walked up and shot 
on the wing with a classically English side 
by side 12 gauge and an ounce and an 
eighth of either number 5’s or 6’s. 

On one occasion, while walking out in 
the veld, Polar and I flushed a francolin 
covey. They were out of effective shotgun 
range as they did so, but as I watched, they 
flew off and settled, in a random, scattered 
fashion, in some long grass which was 
growing around a large termite mound. 
This was the ideal situation for Polar to 
practice her ‘find and flush’ techniques so 
we quickly approached the mound. When 
close enough, I send Polar in with the 
command, ‘Find the birds!’ 

As the grass around the mound was 
long, and so as to keep Polar in sight, I 
followed her into it, and as I watched, she 
suddenly started showing a lot of interest 
in one particular area. With her tail 
wagging furiously, she suddenly pulled 
her head back and then thrust it forward 
again, curious and interested in something 
in front of her. 

Convinced that she had found one of 
the francolin covey, I moved closer. In 
front of me, in the matted and tangled 
undergrowth lay what I took to be a large 
log. So as to get a better view of whatever 
it was that was so obviously attracting and 
holding Polar’s attention, I stepped up 
onto it. As I did so however, I felt, through 
the soles of my hunting boots, that the log 
had ‘give’! I also heard, at that instant, 
a loud, ‘make-the-hair-on-the-back-of- 
your-neck-stand-up’ hiss. Instantly, I 
realized that I was not standing on a log, 
but somewhere along the length of a 
particularly large, ‘thicker-in-diameter- 
than-my-own-ample-thigh’, python! 

Now I’m not too sure as to what the 
world record distance for the standing 
start long-jump is. Whatever it may be 
however, I’m willing to bet that on that 
occasion, I bettered it considerably! As I 
landed and pitched forward into the grass, 
12 gauge shotgun cartridges from my 
shooting jacket pockets, rained down 
around me. 

Polar, the dumb mutt, was. still 
standing transfixed—staring at what could 


only be the serpent’s head. Was she 
hypnotized by it? About that, I had no 
idea, but I was not about to have my 
favorite gundog become the python’s next 
meal. A size 11 boot to Polar’s rear end,

I was at my best with a rifle in my 
hand. I always loved rifles. So I decided 
to live in such a way that the rifle would 
be all I needed. And I succeeded. 


Bob Lee Swagger in Point of Impact 


Pale Horse Coming by Stephen Hunter 
is the fifth novel in the Swagger saga. 
Hunter introduced the legendary Bob Lee 
Swagger in Point of Impact nearly ten 
years ago. The tale of the former USMC 
sniper who took on the United States 
Federal bureaucracy was not only a superb 
adventure thriller, it was also a shooter’s 
dream, filled with accurate information 
about shooting and handloading that was 
integral to the plot. You can’t go wrong 
with a novel that has as an introductory 
quote Col. Townsend Whelen’s comment 
that “only accurate rifles are interesting.” 

After a slight detour with Dirty White 
Boys, another compelling crime thriller 
about several peripheral Swagger charac- 
ters, Hunter got back to the man, Bob the 
Nailer, in Black Light. This one shed some 
light of the nightscope variety on the death 
of Bob’s father, Earl, a USMC Medal Of 
Honor winner in WWII and an Arkansas 
State trooper. 

With the third Bob Lee novel, Time to 
Hunt, the author appeared to have 
wrapped up the tough, almost super- 
human, hero for good. The story of Bob’s 
Vietnam experiences and the complex list 
of characters that play a part in this one 
required more than a little suspension of 
disbelief. As always, Hunter’s compelling 
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narrative and the astonishing skills of Bob 
Lee Swagger made it a winner. However, 
by the end of this book, it seemed pretty 
clear that Bob was ready to retire perma- 
nently to a life he had only been able to 
dream about up till then. Where to go from 
here? Backwards. 

Bob is an apple that didn’t fall far from 
the tree, and in Hot Springs, a novel with 
Earl Swagger as a patched-up returning 
war hero, we saw just what kind of a man 
begat Bob. Earl hired on as a trainer for an 
elite group of young lawmen whose 
mission was to clean up crime-ridden Hot 
Springs, Arkansas. Like Bob, Earl deals in 
lead and testosterone, and the book was a 
smashing success. 

This brings us to Hunter’s latest 
Swagger story, one in which Earl and the 
former prosecuting attorney of Polk 
County, Arkansas, Sam Vincent, join in a 
shoot-em-up of mythic proportions. 
Vincent is a figure familiar to Swagger 
fans. Their job is to solve a mystery 
having to do with hell on earth, the Thebes 
State Penal Farm (Colored) in Thebes, 
Mississippi, in 1951. A sly hint of the 
classic Greek drama Seven before Thebes, 
by Aeschylus, in which Oedipus’ two sons 
kill each other in a battle for the city of 
Thebes, is a foreshadowing of the 
mythology to come. This time however, 
it’s the mythology of the gun and the 
shooter. To accomplish this, Hunter intro- 
duces into the story some of the classic 
shooters, and writers, of the shooting 
sports. This is risky writing because it 
strains the credulity of the reader who may 
be as familiar, or more so, with the people 
being depicted. Does it work? Absolutely,

for three reasons. 

First, Hunter really knows what he is 
talking about. The guns and ammo infor- 
mation is so much more important to the 
story and so much more accurate than in 
other novels of the type that it is obvious 
he knows his stuff. Beginning with his 
early novel The Master Sniper, a story 
about a shooter and a special weapon that 
was to turn the tide of war for the Germans 
at the end of WWII, he has shown a real 
affinity for guns and the shooting world. 
One of the men in Pale Horse Coming 
roars out to a fellow pistolero named 
Elmer K---- “Hell, I was there!” There are 
“in” jokes for shooters sprinkled 
throughout the story. Hunter has a nice 
sense of humor overall. He even has 
someone say to a pistolero, seriously, “I 
see by your outfit that you are a cowboy.” 
In most of his stories, he has taken the risk 
of introducing “real” people into his 
novels. The irascible, but likable, editor of 
Precision Shooting had a brief appearance 
in Point of Impact as a mild mannered 
insurance executive who had just taken on 
the editor’s role of a magazine called 
Accuracy Shooting. 

Secondly, Hunter has such a good 
sense of what makes for a hard-driving 
narrative that no matter what oddities 
occur the reader really just wants to know 
what’s going to happen next.

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The Rimfire Re-Think 


During the past several months we have engaged in many hours of consultation with 
some of the best minds in BenchRest. Part of the consensus was that, as we totally 
overhaul our game, it isn’t fair to not allow rimfires to participate simply because their 
ammo doesn’t measure up. Things would be different if they had any significant way to 
improve it. But they don’t; only the manufacturers can do that. So the suggestion was 
made that WE do whatever WE can on OUR end to make it work. For years top gunsmiths 
have been doing what THEY can to help the situation, but little has ever been done to 
actually tailor the target size, and distance, to precisely match the accuracy potential of 
todays rimfire “match” ammunition. So, if we can’t get ammo that equals the quality of 
the guns, at least we CAN have the option of setting a specially “calibrated” target at the 
specific distance that will maximize the true “BenchRest experience” for the shooter. The 
new BR 4000 does exactly that. Within two weeks of sending out intro-pacs, registered 
rimfire matches were beginning to be scheduled. Also some of the airgun schedules were 
immediately converted, and even a few centerfire guys are now taking a peek. As such, I 
am happy to report that our transition to BR 4000 is six months ahead of schedule. It’s a 
rebirth of that innovative spirit of the early years of benchrest! 


Why 120 feet? 


A few months ago I got an E-Mail from a rimfire shooter asking what it would take to 
get rimfire reinstated in BRV. I told him that ONE requirement would be the availability 
of an ammunition that would deliver real “benchrest” accuracy at 50 yards. Ina 
subsequent discussion he said that he believed that there were some “pretty good guys” 
scattered around the country who truly respect the principles and concepts of BRV and 
would like to shoot it if I would be willing to work with them. He then asked one of the 
most profound questions I had ever been confronted with in the shooting game; “WHAT 
IS SO SACRED ABOUT 50 YARDS?” He pointed out that we had already gone to great 
lengths to determine the proper distance at which to set the targets for the airguns. 
“Wouldn’t it be just as honest to do the same for rimfire?”. What could | say? The man was 
RIGHT! 

When Howard Cosell and Don Meredith left MONDAY NIGHT FOOTBALL it was no longer 
“Monday Night Football”. It was just football on Monday night. Similarly, if the shooter 
doesn’t have a BENCHREST degree of control (accuracy) it isn’t really “benchrest”. It’s 
just shooting from _a bench. Most BR competitors that I have interviewed agree that this 
level of accuracy is one-fifth bullet hole or better. Meaning that if the shooter holds one- 
fifth of a bullet hole to the left, he KNOWS that the bullet will print EXACTLY one-fifth of a 
bullet hole to the left EVERY TIME; not just “somewhere” to the left. (Plus-or-minus the 
“conditions”, of course.) Todays best rimfire ammo cannot do this at 50 yards, any more 
than the venerable Triple Deuce can do it at 200 yards. 

So then the question became, “where WILL it do it”? Most of us know that if we place 
the targets at 20 feet, virtually any rimfire match rifle will shoot ALL ammo through the 
same hole. Even the plinker junk. But if we set those targets at 200 yards, NO rimfire 
shooter can reliably hit his own bullet hole without the help of his Fairy Godmother. So 
somewhere between 20 feet and 200 yards there JS a distance where the junk ammo will 
show its inadequacies, the Match ammo will show its virtues, and the shooter WILL have 
one-fifth bullet hole TRUE precision accuracy. Clinical testing has shown that this zone 
extends no further than 42 yards maximum. But at distances less than 30 yards, conditions 
have so little affect that the marksman doesn’t really have to do HIS job; doping the wind, 
etc. Therefore 40 yards (120 feet) was selected as the proper “legitimate” distance for 
official BR 4000 competition. So far the performance indicates this is so close to perfect, 
normal people can’t tell the difference. 

Now consider these side benefits for the rimfire BR 4000 shooter. The 120-foot 
distance matches the accuracy potential of the cartridge so well that LOT NUMBERS are not 
nearly as much of a consideration as before. (Stuff that may have been sidelined 
previously might now be reconsidered.) TWO FULL GAMES plus sighters from ONE box of 
ammo. And a target that has been scaled to be more relevant to .22 - .24 caliber holes. 

Back in 1998 when I made the decision to eliminate rimfire from BRV, Mark Pfafflin 
tried to tell me some of this and I wouldn’t listen. That was a mistake. I admit it, right 
here, right now, to all of you. And these days Mark is busy helping me improve my 
“people skills” too. So if you guys are willing to work WITH ME, I think we’re in for a real 
good time. (If I screw up you can always tell Mark, and he will come over and slap me 
around.) --LB.

Newcomer (to HBR), Dale Fritz led the [A MOB 
via a 249-10, while Tom Gollob held up the bottom , as the 
CyHawks posted a 1242-39X, which proved good enough for 
the win over Auroras 1229-44X. Mike Hentges led Aurora 
with a 248-12X, while Dave Dohrman and Bob Hawkins 
added a pair of 10X-247’s. Iowa stands at 1:1; Aurora slips to 
0:2. 

Meanwhile, the BADGERS shuffled westward across 
Wisconsin, to Holmen, for the first registered HBR tourna- 
ment to be conducted by Roy Oines and Company - things 
turned ugly fast: Joel Oines posted the top score for Holmen- 
a 248-12X and the team scored a disappointing 1235-58X to 
fall to a 0:2 record. For VanDyne, Brian Miller , 250-17, 
showed everyone how it should be done . . . And the rest of 
the Badgers followed suit with various X-counts: Bill Luckey, 
14; Tom Henken,11; Lee keller,11; Jeff Lotto, 10X: that totals 
1250-63X-and a big win for the VanDyne MOB, as they move 
to 2:0! 

The Beavers, in anticipation of a raid by THE PACK, 
raised the water level at the BEAVER POND! Contributing to 
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a 1250-63X score, Dick Hostadt posted a fine 17X ‘possible’ 
and was bolstered by Bob Goodman, 15; Tom McPhee, 14; 
Mike Irish, 9; and Larry Cribbs, 8X! Still, the PACK prevailed! 
Ken Livengood hammered a 250-20X and was supported by 
Frank McKee, 19; Dale Madeira, 18; Randy Fritts, 15 and Gary 
Long, 13X, for a team total of 1250-85X! The Pack rests at 2:0, 
while the Beavers fall to 0:2. 

The Buffalo and TriCities MOBs squared off somewhere in 
the sage brush near George, WA and when the smoke had 
cleared, Bob Goodman, 249-16X,Dick Mayer,249-12 and 
Wallace Ruff, 248-17, had secured a victory for the 
Washingtonians, who stand at 1:1. Stan Hill, 249-10, and Mel 
Klasi, 246-9X, led Buffalo in a disappointing loss. It was 
Tricities 1243-62 and Buffalo 1217-30, as the Buffs fell to 0:2. 

The Coyotes were sauntering along the front range, intimi- 
dating everyone they encountered, and rather enjoying the day, 
when they stumbled onto a ‘cute cheerleader type’ acting all the 
world like Little Red Riding Hood-lost and confused .. .

on Lewis has had a prolific writing career over the closing decades 

of the 20th century. He has authored an outdoors column for The 

Leader Times newspaper in Kittanning, PA for over 25 years; his 
firearms articles have appeared in Pennsylvania Game News, Precision 
Shooting, Varmint Hunter, Shooter’s Bible, The Accurate Rifle, and a 
number of other publications.

Shooting, and asks if they would have any interest in reprinting it, with an updating chapter at the end, dealing 
with new firearms development in the ensuing decade since original publication. PS hauls out a Rand McNally 
atlas, and discovers that there are 49 states (we counted them twice) that could be considered virgin territory for a
